A S we approach Election Day this 
year, it’s vital that as many pro¬ 
gun-ownership people vote as possible. 
Every vote counts. If you value your 
freedom, make sure you and as many 
others who believe as you do are re¬ 
gistered and vote for pro-firearms- 
freedom candidates. 

Unfortunately in some cases all or 
at least the main candidates for a 
given public office are anti-gun, such 
as in the race for governor here in 
California. In this situation, make sure 
you DON’T vote for ANY anti-gun- 
ownership candidate. 

As much I am concerned about the 
rich, leftist anti-gun Democrat Dianne 
Feinstein being elected governor here 
in California, Republican guberna¬ 
torial candidate U.S. Senator Pete 
Wilson is just as anti-gun-ownership, 
and has betrayed all California gun 
owners by his votes for the DeConcini 
gun ban measure in Congress recently 
and before that for the even more 
severe Metzenbaum provision. 

Wilson’s campaign manager told the 
head of a pro-gun group that gun 
owners are a minority in California 
and that they don’t count as a voting 
force. What arrogance! Now you have 
a chance to let Pete Wilson know how 
much of a minority we really are! Pete 
Wilson’s strong anti-gun stand is a 
clear message to pro-firearm-owner¬ 
ship, pro-freedom California voters: 
DON’T VOTE FOR WILSON! 

Our best hope here in California is 
to work to elect enough pro-gun can¬ 
didates in the state legislative races 
to protect our rights in the Legislature. 
All of the anti-gun-ownership laws in 
the last year and a half have passed 
by one vote in the State Assembly. 

A big problem we as pro-firearms- 
ownership voters face is the massive, 
decades-old propaganda war that’s been 
and continues to be waged against us 
by so much of our national media — 
news and entertainment. 

We can talk all we want about how 
the anti-gun-ownership movement is 
outspending us by $2 million or $6 
million or whatever. It’s irrelevant 
compared with the literally billions of 


dollars worth of free publicity and 
anti-gun propaganda endlessly sup¬ 
plied to the anti-gun-ownership move¬ 
ment by the media—which at the same 
time ruthlessly suppresses the pro- 
freedom, pro-gun-ownership position 
and arguments. 

Massive and highly organized pro¬ 
gun economic boycotts of selected major 
mass media organs and their adver¬ 
tisers are one effective way we can 
fight back against the enormously 
powerful anti-gun-ownership move¬ 
ment. In upcoming issues we will be 
running articles outlining exactly how 
this can be done and what role you 
can play in it. Watch for them! 

Hiding under the aegis of the sacred 
concept of a “free press,” the media elite 
continue to work diligently to destroy 
freedom in this country and impose an 
authoritarian/totalitarian system on 
the citizenry. 

Many, gun owners and others in our 
society are increasingly angry about 
the outrageous lies and hatreds being 
promulgated against us by these arro¬ 
gant, elitist leftist fools in the media 
and their brethren in government and 
academia. There’s no doubt in my mind 
that these people are engaging in a 
conspiracy to eliminate private fire¬ 
arms ownership and destroy other 
freedoms in this country.

Earthquake prediction cancels classes, 
hunter protection bill introduced in House, 
national ID system proposed. . . 


J N what is believed to be the first 
such move of its kind, a school dis¬ 
trict has announced the cancellation 
of classes, months ahead of time, be¬ 
cause of an earthquake prediction. 

Officials of the South Mississippi 
County School District No. 57 in Wil¬ 
son, Arkansas, announced the cancel¬ 
lation of classes for Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 3 and Tuesday, December 4, be¬ 
cause of an earthquake prediction by 
climatologist Iben Browning. Mr. 
Browning has been studying the his¬ 
tory of earthquakes along the New 
Madrid Fault, site of the largest earth¬ 
quake in U.S. history in 1811. Accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Browning current indica¬ 
tions along the fault show a strong 
probability of an earthquake occurring 
on or about December 3 or 4. 

In explaining their actions, school 
officials cited the rural nature of the 
school district and the transportation 
problems which would result if a quake 
hit either during or immediately before 
or after school hours. 

Hunters Fight Back — A bill has 
been introduced in the U.S. House of 
Representatives which would protect 
hunters against harassment from so- 
called animal rights protesters. Rep. 
Ron Marlenee, a Republican from Mon¬ 
tana, along with 100 co-sponsors re¬ 
cently introduced House Resolution 
3768 to the House Agricultural Sub¬ 
committee on Forests, Family Farms 
and Energy. 

According to Rep. Marlenee the bill 
is patterned after similar statutes in 
35 states. He says a federal hunter 
protection law is needed in order to 
stop “a terrorist attack on hunting in 
America. . . Free speech in our society 
is allowed as long as we are not violat¬ 
ing the rights of other citizens.” 

Anti-hunting activists have recently 
begun a campaign aimed at harassing 
hunters and disrupting hunts. Using 
air horns, loud radios, and other me¬ 
thods, the “animal rights” activists 
follow hunters into the field and fre¬ 
quently put themselves between hun¬ 


ters and their game. According to 
Wayne Pacelle, national director of the 
Fund for Animals, these actions are 
part of a long-term strategy to have 
hunting banned in the U.S. “We want 
to stigmatize hunting, we see it as the 
next logical target and we believe it 
is vulnerable.” 

Rep. Marlenee and the bill’s co¬ 
sponsors believe that they have enough 
votes to get it out of subcommittee. 
The bill’s fate however, is uncertain 
in a full House vote. 

Let Me See Your Papers — Big 
brother is alive and well in the halls 
of Congress. Once again there is an 
attempt at requiring every U.S. citizen 
who works to register for a national 
ID card. 

This time the attempt to impose a 
federal ID card requirement is being 
led by Sens. Daniel R Moynihan of 
New York and Alan Simpson of Wyo¬ 
ming. Simpson you may remember was 
the author of the Immigration Reform 
and Control Act a few years ago. The 
act was designed to stem the influx 
of illegal immigrants by penalizing 
employers who hire them. The act 
specified that an employer was to veri¬ 
fy the eligibility of an applicant to 
work in the U.S. by using any two of 
17 differing types of ID such as birth 
certificates, immigration papers, etc. 
Because of the ease of forging these 
documents and the stiff criminal and 
civil penalties for employers who, even 
unknowingly, hire illegal workers, 
many employers simply stopped hir 
ing Asians, Hispanics, or anyone who 
simply looked potentially illegal. 

Now, in order to remedy this new 
discrimination Simpson has introduced 
“The Employer Sanctions Improve¬ 
ments Amendments of 1990.” This bill 
would require the secretary of Health 
and Human Services to issue to all U.S. 
workers a national ID card which would 
use magnetic strips and holograms to 
foil counterfeiting attempts. No one 
without the card could be hired in the 
U.S. •

What It Icikes To Survive 


We must prepare ourselves for anything nature or man can throw at us. . . 


By John Wiseman 


The author, known to his friends as “Lofty,” 
was born in London in 1940. He joined the Brit¬ 
ish Parachute Regiment in 1958 and in 1959 
he became the youngest man ever to join Spe¬ 
cial Air Service (SAS). Serving throughout the 
world for 27 years, one of his jobs was chief 
survival instructor for the SAS. On retirement 
he started the School of Survival in Britain and 
he runs a variety of courses for people from 
all walks of life. He travels to the U.S. often 
and teaches bodyguard courses here. He wrote 
The SAS Survival Handbook, of which more 
than half a million copies have been sold and 
which has been printed in seven languages. 
Wiseman has made a new video tape for the 
U.S. market called SAS Survival Techniques. 
It is available for $59 plus $3 S&H from Special

URVIVAL is the art of staying 
alive anywhere in the world. We 
are on survival from the time we are 
born, although with modern technol¬ 
ogy life is getting easier. Double glaz¬ 
ing, central heating, good clothing and 
food are all making us softer. These 
comforts can work against us in a 
survival situation. 

We are well used to our own environ¬ 
ment, but when we step outside of this 
or are forced into different surround¬ 
ings by unusual circumstances, we 
must adapt and learn new skills. 

A survival situation usually arises 
because of a malfunction with a vehicle 
like a car, boat, or aircraft. It is further 
compounded by bad weather and poor 
navigation. These are all ingredients 
for disaster. A hill walker or hunter 
can easily become disoriented, either 
by the breathtaking scenery, or the 
tension of the stalk. A lack of basic 
knowledge is a common cause. With 
the sudden onset of bad weather, and 
maybe the loss of some equipment, 
things can get tough. Nature has a way 
of being vicious when you are vulner¬ 
able, and just to add to your misery 



there is always the risk of injury. This 
can vary from a twisted ankle to a 
broken leg. In the case of an aircrash, 
injuries will be more serious. 

What we must do is to prepare our¬ 
selves for anything that nature or man 
can throw at us. We must know what 
it takes to survive, and know how to 
manage a survival situation. 

Before embarking on any trip, thor¬ 
ough planning is essential. Think what 


can go wrong, and if it does what can 
you do about it. Always have a con¬ 
tingency plan, and execute it when 
required. 

Cany the correct equipment with 
you, and be familiar with it. It’s too 
late when in the wilderness to test your 
stove, and it’s too late to read the 
instructions on your flares when they 
are required to attract the searching 
aircraft. 
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Don’t bite off more than you can chew. 
Make sure you are up to the standards 
required that the trip demands. Be 
aware of your own limitations. Be both 
physically, and more important, men¬ 
tally, prepared. 

Survival is a mental exercise. It is 
80 percent mental and 20 percent phys¬ 
ical. It’s not a matter of racing around 


the forest cutting trees down and 
scavenging for food. This is the short 
cut to disaster. You must sit down and 
size up the situation. Put everything 
into perspective. Ask yourself what are 
my strengths and weaknesses? Am I 
in danger? How can I improve my 
situation? 

People with a tough mental outlook 
will survive. People with a weak men¬ 
tal outlook, who fold at the first obsta¬ 
cle or adversity, will perish. 

There are many forms of mental 
stress and we deal with this daily. A 
survival situation eliminates our nor¬ 
mal stresses but replaces them with 
other less familiar ones. Imagine what 
it would be like with no telephones to 
answer, no heavy traffic to fight 
through, no nagging spouse to answer, 
and no financial juggling to do. All of a 
sudden these things are irrelevant, but 
new stresses like “What is going to 
happen to me?” take over, and become 
your main cause of concern. 


Will & Fear — Survival depends on 
two psychological factors: Will to live; 
Elimination of fear. 

The will to live is a basic instinct 
that everyone has, but it is stronger 
in some people than in others. It is 
getting weaker as we get more civil¬ 
ized. We are becoming more and more 
dependent on technology, and used to 


greater comforts. When these are sud¬ 
denly snatched from us, a strong men¬ 
tal attitude is needed to compensate 
for this loss. It is comparable to an¬ 
cient Rome. They relaxed their life 
style to such an extent that the Bar¬ 
barians were allowed to overcome them. 
In a crisis it is no use sitting down 
feeling sorry for yourself. You must act 
and face up to the problems. 

We can promote the will to live by 
practicing survival skills and gaining 
confidence in ourselves. We can exa¬ 
mine case histories of survival feats 
and by knowing what man has en¬ 
dured, realize that nothing is impos¬ 
sible. Get to know yourself and know 
your limitations. Survival courses are 
good for this as you can push yourself 
while being carefully monitored. Know 
how long you can go without sleep, 
what it’s like to be hungry, and how 
you react to limited water. 

Constantly say to yourself, “I will 
survive.” Keep on telling yourself that 


no matter what happens YOU WILL 
SURVIVE. 

Good training breeds the confidence 
to handle any situation. We must nour¬ 
ish this WILL as all the equipment 
and knowledge are not enough in a 
tough situation without it. 

The will to live is the foundation on 
which we build our survival skill. 

Fear is a normal emotion and noth¬ 
ing to be ashamed of. It’s what we learn 
through bad experiences, or passed on 
by our parents, that affects us. Every¬ 
one is afraid of something, and you 
must be honest with yourself and iden¬ 
tify what you are afraid of. It may be 
the dark, heights, reptiles, water, or 
even the in-laws. Once you have estab¬ 
lished the cause of your fear, do 
something about it. Practice what you 
are bad at. Nature has a nasty way 
of exploiting your weaknesses. If you 
are carefully led and talked through 
the problem, many fears can be over¬ 
come. If you are the outdoor type, make 
sure you can handle everything that 
you may encounter. Fears can change 
with circumstances. A chicken who 
normally runs away from everything, 
becomes very protective when looking 
after her young. People do things that 
they never thought possible or capable 
of, when faced with danger. 

Climate, Terrain — The different cli¬ 
matic conditions on earth vary greatly. 
Even the same location changes drasti¬ 
cally according to the season. 

The hardest places on earth to sur¬ 
vive are the cold weather areas. The 
arctic and antarctic are very inhospita¬ 
ble places and without adequate pro¬ 
tection, life expectancy can be a matter 
of minutes. We must have food that 
is converted to heat to warm us, and 
we must have good clothing and a 
sound shelter to maintain this heat. 
Cold is a killer and we must be pre¬ 
pared for it. The Himalayas are located 
on the Tropic of Cancer, but because 
of their altitude are very cold. Any 
ground over 5,000 feet high poses the 
problems associated with the cold, 
summer or winter. 

Man is a tropical animal and can 
only survive without clothing in the 
tropics at sea level. Anywhere else 
in the world, man must create his 
own tropical environment by wearing 
clothing. 

The deserts are harsh places and sur¬ 
vival is difficult. All deserts have two 
things in common, high temperatures 
and lack of moisture. Water sustains 
life, and every living thing on earth 
is dependent on it. In the desert we

must rest by day and work at night. 
We must still drink, but we ration our 
sweat, not our water. 

The jungle conjures in the imagi¬ 
nation vivid pictures of creepy crawlies 
and unpleasantness. Of all the envi¬ 
ronments, I personally prefer the jun¬ 
gle. Disease is the biggest threat. 
Everything grows at an alarming rate, 
including germs and diseases. The 
smallest scratch will become infected 
unless dealt with. But the advantages 
outweigh the disadvantages. There is 
plenty of water available, either from 
the rivers or from the rain collection. 
It 7 s easy to erect a shelter, and foods 
in various forms are easily obtainable. 
Grubs and reptiles might not seem very 
palatable while in the comfort of your 
lounge reading this article. But in the 
wild, when hungry, these very things 
Eire delicious and looked forward to with 
enthusiasm. 

P.L.A.N. — There are six main ele¬ 
ments of survival that we must learn. 
These are: Food; Fire; Shelter; Water; 
Navigation; Medical. It’s hard to put 
these into any priority as they are all 
interlocking and support each other. 
For example water is always going to 
be a high priority. But if we drink bad 
water it causes illness, so we must boil 
it. So fire is equally important. 

Tb put these subjects into a sequence 
we must use the acronym, P.L.A.N. 

P stands for PROTECTION, L stands 
for LOCATION, A stands for Acqui¬ 
sition, N stands for NAVIGATION. 

In any situation our first priority is 
Protection from further danger. We 
must always ensure we are safe. In the 
case of a minor road accident, we must 
stop the traffic, otherwise more cars 
will be involved. This can lead to a 
major disaster. 

In the wilderness we must ensure we 
are out of danger from forest fires, 
avalanches and floods. In the case of 
an air crash, we must stay out of range 
of the danger of exploding fuel. 

Once we have established our safety 
we must now have protection from the 
elements. This is the rain and the wind 
in temperate zones, the cold in polar 
areas, and the sun in the tropics. 

Regardless of where we find ourselves 
in the world we can always construct 
a shelter. We can utilize the wreckage 
and use whatever nature provides. 

Once we have a shelter we need a 
fire. This will protect us from the

cold. It will also protect us from flying 
insects and wild animals. Although 
wild animals may seem the biggest 
threat, it's the small flying insects like 
mosquitoes and sandflies that will do 
more damage. These carry diseases and 
are life threatening. Wild animals 
should be encouraged as they are a 
source of food. 

It’s a fallacy that all wild animals 
are afraid of fire. Once while I was in 
Kenya, East Africa, a rhinocerous came 
into the camp and stamped out the fire. 

Boiling our water and sterilizing 
medical instruments, if required, will 
protect us from illness. 

So once we have established our camp 
in a safe area and have a fire going, we 
can now relax and see the problems 
more clearly. (Continued on page 20)

Location — Our next task is to set 
out our air marker panels, and signal 
fires, that will attract attention and 
bring us help. 

Always tell people where you are 
going, what route, and expected time 
of arrival. Whether it’s just going to 
be the supermarket or climbing Ever¬ 
est, always book out. 

Don’t change your mind, stick to the 
original plan. If you go missing, the 
rescuers have a good idea of your loca¬ 
tion. It’s not always as simple as this 
as there are other factors to consider. 
Most survival situations are caused by 
bad weather, when you get blown off 
course and lost. Communication is all 
important and radios should be car¬ 
ried on all expeditions. 

Any bright material and clothing can 
be used to make air panels. Make the 
letters large so they can be seen from 
the air. SOS is the international dis¬ 
tress signal, and try to make each let¬ 
ter at least 20 yards long. 

These letters can be trampled in the 
earth, or trenches dug to capture sha¬ 
dows and stand out from the sur¬ 
roundings. 

More rescues have been effected by 
the use of a heliograph. This is a mir¬ 
ror that reflects the sun’s rays. In 
ideal conditions it can be seen 20 miles 
away. Any shiny objects can be used: 
glass, bright metal, and mirrors. 

A good smoky fire by day and flames 
at night will also draw attention to 
your plight. 


Acquisition — If you have done every¬ 
thing correctly and stuck to your origi¬ 
nal plan, your stay on the ground 
should be a short one. However, life is 
not as easy as this so be prepared for 
a long stay. While waiting to be res¬ 
cued we must have food and water. 
Water is always the highest priority. 
You can go three minutes without air, 
three days without water, and three 
weeks without food without any per¬ 
manent damage. 

Once we have found water we can 
survive in style. All plants, insects, 
animals and fish are dependent on 
water. If we follow any water course 
in the world it will eventually lead us 
to civilization. 

The food in a survival situation is 
varied, and the nutritional ladder we 
use is: PLANTS; FUNGI; FRUITS; 


To Survive 


NUTS; INSECTS; FISH; GAME. 

What we are looking for is a balanced 
diet. Plants are easy to collect as it 
is only a matter of recognition and col¬ 
lecting. There is an edibility test we 
use. Fungi is a dangerous subject as 
some are deadly and all fungi must 
be positively recognized before eating. 
Fruits and nuts are seasonal and will 
only be available at certain times. 
Insects are probably the only living 
thing an injured person can catch. Fish 
are easy to catch using special tech¬ 
niques, but for long term survival we 
need meat. Animals are cunning and 
require special skills to snare them. 

Navigation — After three to four 
weeks in the same area, it’s time to 
move on. We are going further each 
day to collect firewood and plants and 
animals are becoming very scarce. No 
matter how well we practice personal 
and camp hygiene, the area has become 
soiled and we are open to disease. 

Survival navigation is the art of 
maintaining a direction using what 
nature provides: sun, wind, plant 
growth, and the stars. 

In the past three weeks we have hope¬ 
fully preserved food and made equip¬ 
ment, like packs. Any injuries have 
been cured and the party is now fit 
enough to move on. The rescue has 
probably been called off or is looking 
in the wrong area. Leave a message 
of your intentions and blaze the trail 
to your new location. 

Medical — The more medical 
knowledge you have, the more able you 
are to cope with serious situations. If 
you know what is causing the pain, 
and more important, how to treat the 
pain, this is very reassuring. 

There are many plants we can use 
to treat various conditions and these 
are invaluable in a survival situation. 

Basic personal hygiene must be prac¬ 
ticed like bathing, washing the hands 
after going to the toilet, and before 
preparing food. Camp hygiene like 
burning all waste and burying all feces 
must be vigorously enforced. 

We must insure we don’t cut or burn 
ourselves, and when traveling don’t 
break or twist anything. 

This is an outline of what it takes 
to survive. In another article we shall 
go into each of the elements in detail.

Smith Ent. produces the M14-K car¬ 
bines in both semiautomatic and se¬ 
lect-fire (authorized personnel only) 
versions. Demonstrated on a video 
tape the firm puts out, the reduction 
in recoil and muzzle rise is striking, 
especially when the select-fire M14-Ks 
are fired in full automatic mode. 
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Smith Ent. will build the M14-K from 
scratch by order for customers or they 
can supply their own stocks and re¬ 
ceivers or entire M14 rifles and Smith 
Ent. will convert these into the M14-K 
rifle. The entire rifle costs about $1,800 
and a conversion will cost about $975. 
Conversion includes NM/A2 rear sight 
assembly and .062 diameter front blade 
sight with protective wings, which pro¬ 
vides a better sight picture for distant 
targets. Smith Ent. will convert only 
Springfield Armory or genuine U.S. 
military Ml4s as a rule. Customers 
with other M14s seeking conversion 
to the M14-K system should consult 
Smith Ent. before ordering. 

Every M14-K Gun is hand built in 
the U.S. by special order. Smith Ent. 


also has a number of accessories for 
these guns. Standard M14-K Guns 
come with a full stock, but it is shorter 
than the standard M14 wooden stock 
because it is shortened in the front. 
The barrel is only about 13 inches long 
but a permanently affixed flash hider 
and muzzle brake lengthen the barrel 
to the legal 16-inch length. The gun 
pictured and tested here has a folding 
stock. If customers desire the folding 
stock model they must supply the fold¬ 
ing stock. 

We were loaned the folding stock 
M14-K Gun shown here by Smith Ent. 
for testing and evaluation. The M14-K 
Gun will fire Ml 18 (sniper), M80, Fed¬ 
eral 168-grain match ammunition or 
any 7.62 NATO ammunition produced

A frantic effort to save a mobile 
home from a flood. Early warnings 
of flood dangers can save lives 
and property

A T 9 p.m. in July, the first thun¬ 
dershowers gave a welcome re¬ 
lief to the 90-degree heat in Johns¬ 
town, Pennsylvania. Just after mid¬ 
night, two local rivers began overflow¬ 
ing their high-channeled walls and 
the flood began. The final toll: more 
than 7,300 families affected, 70 per¬ 
sons dead, 400 homes completely des¬ 
troyed or severely damaged. 

A resident from Johnstown said, 
“The onrush of water was terrific. 
You could hear those big boulders 
rolling down the creek and people call¬ 
ing out. In between flashes of light¬ 
ning you could see the houses moving 
. , . All of a sudden one would fall 
apart and there weren’t any more 
screams” 

The potential for this kind of dis¬ 
aster increases each year. The leveling 
of forests and overbuilding of lands 
have meant that soil can no longer 
absorb excess water the way it did in 
the past. So with little warning, a 


storm can turn into a devastating 
flood — even if you do not live near 
a river or stream. 

The transformation of a tranquil 
river into a destructive flood occurs 
hundreds of time each year. No area 
of the country is completely safe. On 
the average each year, some 75,000 
Americans are driven from their homes 
by floods: 90 persons are killed and 
more than $250 million worth of pro¬ 
perty is damaged or destroyed. 

Recently during flooding in Alabama, 
there were 10 deaths. All 10 were 
caused by trying to cross flooded areas. 
In one case, a 76-year-old lady in her 
car was swept away as she tried to 
cross a swollen creek that blocked the 
road. 

One sheriff described a home caught 
by the rising waters. “You can’t even 
find the house. It’s all gone like match 
sticks. It went everywhere.” 

One person owned a home near the 
river. His rear deck was 15 feet above 
the river. The front of his home was 
even with the highway. Within two 
hours, the water was five feet deep in 
his home. A total water rise of 15 feet. 

In Elba, Alabama, the flood waters 
entered the third floor of the city’s 
court house. The majority of the town’s 


homes were lost. 

If an area is heavily populated, those 
who wait too long to evacuate may 
experience massive traffic jams. This 
can happen in even small communi¬ 
ties when on-lookers crowd the roads 
to sight see. In one case, a small neigh¬ 
borhood had major losses because all 
the residents on the street were trying 
to move all their possessions in a three 
hour period. Water was one foot deep 
and there were cars, trucks, moving 
vans and on-lookers everywhere. Ten¬ 
sions mounted as the congestion be¬ 
came worse and all the while the water 
continued to rise. 

Flooding is an ever present problem. 
We hear of flood warnings but for these 
warnings to be effective, we must know 
the “Flood Hazard” areas. The majority 
of the country has been mapped in 
regard to these areas. These maps are 
referred to as “Flood Hazard Bound¬ 
ary Maps.” Each county’s planning and 
zoning department should have access 
to these maps. 

Forecast procedures are designed by 
studying the past history of each 
stream and the relationships between 
precipitation, melting snow, soil con¬ 
ditions and streamflow. Through these 
analyses, a hydrologist develops river

forecasting procedures for predicting 
the amount of water that will find its 
way into rivers and streams. He ana¬ 
lyzes the time it will take to reach 
selected areas under different condi¬ 
tions of temperature, soil moisture, 
and precipitation. 

Early flood warnings allow time for 
residents to leave low-lying areas, and 
to move personal property, mobile 
equipment, and livestock to high 
ground. Sometimes valuable crops can 
be harvested in advance of a destruc¬ 
tive flood. Early warnings allow emer¬ 
gency and relief organizations to pre¬ 
pare to handle refugees and to combat 
the inevitable health hazards caused 
by floods. 

Those that have never been exposed 
to flash flooding do not realize the 
treacherous torrents flash flooding can 
cause. Flash flood waves can move at 
incredible speeds with killing waters 
reaching 10 to 30 feet deep. 

lb take advantage of a flood warn¬ 
ing, you need to know the elevations 
of your property in relation to nearby 
streams and other waterways. If you 

are in a low area, be prepared to move 
out of danger at a moment’s notice. 
Most of those who lose their lives in 
flash floods assumed it would never 


happen to them because it had never 
happened before. 

If you are on the road, watch for 
flooding at highway dips, bridges and 
low areas. Nearby heavy rain may not 
be observable to you but may be indi¬ 
cated by thunder or lightning in the 
distance. 

The following flash flood terms are 
used by the National Weather Service 
when issuing a warning: 

FLASH FLOOD means the occur¬ 
rence of a dangerous rise in water 
level of a stream or over a land area 
in a few hours or less caused by heavy 
rain, ice jam break-up, earthquake, or 
dam failure. 

FLASH FLOOD WATCH means that 
heavy rains occurring or expected to 
occur may soon cause flash flooding 
in certain areas. Citizens should be 
alert to the possibility of a flood emer¬ 
gency which will require immediate 
action. 

FLASH FLOOD WARNING means 
that flash flooding is occurring or 
imminent and immediate precautions 
should be taken by those threatened. 

The average person who responds to 
a warning to relocate under estimates 
how much time it will take to move 
their personal possessions and exper¬ 


iences unnecessary losses. First they 
find that the availability of moving 
vans becomes non-existent. If the flood¬ 
ing is wide spread, even pick-up trucks 
are in short supply. The end result 
involves using a personal automobile 
as a truck to move possessions. This 
limited transportation method adds to 
the trips required and reduces the size 
of items moved. In addition, gasoline 
becomes difficult to find with all the 
activity and everyone “topping off’ 
their gas tanks. Many times the elec¬ 
tric power to the area is cut off making 
a move at night very difficult. 

Disaster Driving — The Federal 
Emergency Management Agency offers 
the following suggestions for disaster 
driving: Never attempt to drive through 
water on a road. Water can be deeper 
than it appears, and water levels can 
rise very quickly. Most cars will float 
dangerously for at least a short while. 
A car can be buoyed by flood waters 
and then swept downstream during a 
flood. Flood water also can erode road¬ 
ways, and a missing section of road — 
even a missing bridge — will not be 
visible with water running over the 
area. Wade through flood water only

Wilderness Skills: 


Belaying 

A rope can be your lifeline to safety. . .

ith a puff of chalk dust the 
climber claps his hands, ready 
to begin a gymnastic ascent on nearly 
vertical granite rock. His rock shoes 
of soft friction rubber are laced up 
tight and he checks the buckles of his 
harness one last time making sure all 
straps are doubled back through the 
buckles. An 11mm kernmantle rope is 
tied into the harness using a figure 
eight knot. 

The climber double-checks the figure 
eight and then calls out to his partner, 
“On Belay?” (Is the belay ready yet?) 

The belayer yells back, “Belay on” 
(The belay is ready and will catch you 
if you fall). 

As the climber reaches for his first 


handhold he calls out, “Climbing” (I’m 
ready to climb). 

“Climb on” As the climber begins 
his ascent the belayer takes up the 
slack in the rope. At no time now can 
the belayer’s attention divert from the 
task at hand. He literally has his part¬ 
ner’s life in his hands. His hands must 
be in constant contact with the rope, 
firmly grasping it as he slowly takes 
up slack. 

“Slack” (I need some slack in the 
rope). The climber comes to a difficult 
area and needs a little breathing room 
to negotiate his next move. The belayer 
feeds out a little rope so the climber 
can maneuver. 

“Tension!” (Take up all slack! My 
weight is coming/may come onto the 
rope) The belayer quickly takes up any 
slack in the line and assumes the arrest 
position. The climber’s next holds are 
marginal at best and falling is a real 


possibility. Tiny ridges of granite, a 
finger-wide crack, and a small depres¬ 
sion in the rock — that’s all there is 
to hang on to and the next hold is going 
to be a stretch. After one last dunk 
in the chalk bag the climber pushes 
with his left leg, at the same time 
reaching with the right hand for a tiny 
crack above. The dynamic move looks 
great but unfortunately he misses. 
“Falling!” (sometimes this signal is 
only a scream). 

The instant the belayer hears the 
signal “falling” he immediately 
assumes the arrest position and holds 
the rope tightly Because he is anchored 
properly, the rope holds the falling 
climber, who slips only a few feet at 
most before the rope halts his speedy 
descent to the bottom. 

After catching his breath, the clim¬ 
ber rests sitting in the harness sling 
and studies the route he plans to take. 
His full weight is held by the rope as 
the belayer continues the arrest posi¬ 
tion. After figuring out the tricky 
sequence of moves the climber tries 
again and manages to grab the small 
crack of a handhold and eventually 
reaches the top of the climbing pitch. 
He no longer needs the protection of 
the belay and gives the signal, “off 
belay” (I am secure and will no longer 
need the belay). 

The belayer returns with, “belay off’ 
(confirmation that belay protection is 
no longer in force). 

Belaying is the technique of using 
a rope and other gear to secure the 
safe traverse, climb, or rappel of a 
fellow climber. Usually performed by 
two people, the stationary climber 
known as the belayer handles the 
rope as the climber advances up or 
across the hazardous area. As men¬ 
tioned in the story above, communi 
cation is very important. The hard¬ 
ware involved, however, and the know¬ 
ledge of how to use it, plays a critical 
role in creating a risk free belay. 

The Belay Chain — A chain is only 
as strong as its weakest link and in 
belaying, that chain includes ropes, 
webbing, harnesses, carabiners, belay 
devices, and anchor devices. Each piece 
of equipment must be checked and 
rechecked for wear or damage. Faulty 
equipment should be replaced at once. 

The first link in the belay chain is 
the anchor. This could be a stout tree 
or a rock outcropping that can hold 
the weight of an elephant or a Mack 
truck. This type of anchor is commonly

Preparedness Expo 

Spreading the concepts of emergency preparedness and self-reliance. . .

OW far will the price of a fast 
food lunch go toward furthering 
your emergency preparedness projects? 

If those few dollars were used to gain 
admission to the Preparedness Expo, 
held in 1989 at the Salt Palace, in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, you got a survival 
bargain. 

I have been interested in self-reliant 
living and the survival ideology for 
over twenty years and have covered 


“Survival Fairs” in the past. Other 
events have been worth seeing but I 
have never seen any event where a per¬ 
son could examine, compare and pur¬ 
chase emergency products and services 
in the variety available at this Expo. 
Interesting as the exhibits were, they 
represented only part of the picture. 
I’ll get to the details a little later. 

The best news about Preparedness 
Expo 89 was its resounding success. 
It was so successful that Expo 90 and 
Expo 91 are currently in the works. 
Preparedness Expo 90 will be held at 


the Sait Palace on October 12-14 and 
Preparedness Expo 91 will have two 
locations: Santa Clara, California, dur¬ 
ing May of 1991, and Salt Lake City, 
Utah, during October. Expo’s creator, 
Dan Chittock, (Preparedness Expo, PO. 
Box 3254, Salt Lake City, Utah 84110, 
(801) 561-8242), is currently looking 
into other parts of the country for 
possible locations. 

While the Expo was, and continues 
to be a commercial venture, Mr. Chit- 
tock’s primary motivation in starting 
the Expo series is to spread the con¬ 
cepts of emergency preparedness and 
self-reliance to the public. When he 
decided to present the Expos, Mr. Chit¬ 
tock was familiar with many facets of 
self-reliance and survival yet knew 
nothing about trade show business. 
Judging by the smooth operation of 
the event and the high caliber of its 
participants, I would say he learned 
his lessons well. 

His sincere interest is further exem¬ 
plified by the many booth spaces do¬ 
nated to the non-profit sector and the 
high level of community involvement 
he was able to generate. For example: 
the American Red Cross, the American 
Lung Association, the Utah Depart¬ 
ment Of Comprehensive Emergency 
Management, the University Of Utah’s 
Seismograph Station, and the Utah 
Depart ment of Geological and Mineral 
Survey all had donated booths. 

Now for the meat of this fun filled 
three day event, Preparedness Expo 89 
was kicked off by Utah’s Governor 
Norman Bangerter declaring the week 
of the Expo as Preparedness Educa¬ 
tion Week. The Expo was also sup¬ 
ported by local television and radio 
coverage and ads. 

Preparedness Expo 89 consisted of 
three parts: the speakers, the exhibi 
tors, and the catalog centers. 

There were two speaking platforms 
with seating areas in the exhibi¬ 
tion hall, and for a total of 21 hours 
one or both of the platforms had speak¬ 
ers or demonstrations in progress. The 
subject matter contained something for 
everyone including: solar energy, fall¬ 
out shelters, food storage, environmen- 
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tal hazards, gardening, wilderness sur¬ 
vival, dutch oven cooking, self defense, 
and others. With over 40 speakers it 
is not possible to do justice to them 
in a short article of this type. How¬ 
ever, a brief listing will show the qual¬ 
ity and type of information provided 
at no additional charge. 

Nancy D. Green’s lecture topic was 
“Glastroika and National Defense.” Ms. 
Greene is the editor and publisher of 
HUMINT , an intelligence news letter 
on Soviet geopolitical strategy and tar¬ 
geting. Her business partner is Vlad¬ 
imir Sakharov, a former Soviet diplo¬ 
mat and KGB operative. Ms. Green is 


“The Earthquake Threat and Chal¬ 
lenge in Utah.” Dr. Arabasz is a re¬ 
search professor of geology and geo¬ 
physics and director of the University 
of Utah Seismograph Station. 

Mr. John Wadsworth’s lecture was 
titled “Practically Prepared.” Mr. Wad¬ 
sworth owns and operates Prepared¬ 
ness Products, (3855 South 500 West, 
Bldg. G, Salt Lake City, Utah), which 
produces and markets videotapes on 
preparedness gardening and food stor¬ 
age items as well as 72 hour emer¬ 
gency kits. He and his wife authored 
Preparedness Handbook and Fast Food 
Storage Handbook. They have made

the National Vice President of the 
American Civil Defense Association. 

Stewart L. Udall lectured on “Crit¬ 
ical Environmental Issues of the 90s.” 
Mr. Udall served as Secretary of the 
Interior during both the Kennedy and 
the Johnson administrations. Mr Udall 
is the author of The Quiet Crisis , 
Agenda for Tomorrow , 7b the Inland 
Empire , and his new book The Quiet 
Crisis and the Next Generation. 

Arthur B. Robinson, Ph.D., w r as the 
designer and the builder of a civil 
defense shelter which was on display. 
He and his late wife, Laurelee, com¬ 
piled Fighting Chance, a book on 
nuclear war survival skills. Dr. Robin¬ 
son, a biochemist, served on the faculty 
of the University of California at San 
Diego and was co-founder, president 
and research director of the Linus Paul¬ 
ing Institute of Science and Medicine. 

Dr. Walter J. Arabasz lectured on 


presentations to the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency (FEMA), 
the White House Private Sector Initia¬ 
tive Council, the National Security 
Council, the Pentagon, the American 
Civil Defense Association and the Na¬ 
tional Coordinating Council of Emer¬ 
gency Managers. 

Exhibitors’ products were widely 
varied and well represented by very 
knowledgeable people. In many cases 
the booths were manned by company 
owners or product developers. With 
nearly 200 companies represented it 
was not difficult to locate the types of 
products and services you may find 
interesting. 

Shelter, for example, now this is 
very broad topic. If your interest is 
primitive shelters, the Boulder Out¬ 
door Survival School offered seven to 
26-day classes which include shelter 
building. Need something a little more 


permanent? Rendezvous Outfitter’s, 
(350 South Center Street, Circleville, 
Utah 84723) display of canvas tents 
may fit your needs. Several log home 
manufacturers were represented, such 
as those of Mountain Valley Log Homes 
(135 South Main, Herber City, Utah 
84032). If nuclear fallout is your con¬ 
cern, you could have toured two full 
size fallout shelters which were on 
display. There was also information on 
others such as Marcel Barbier Inc., 
(P.O. Box 2905, Reston, VA 22090) and 
Nuclear Defense Shelters, (PO. Box 
31662, Lafayette, LA 70503). SIRUS 
Concrete Shelters, (Rt. 38, Box 2174, 
Livingston, MT 59047), presented some 
exciting concepts in Earth and Dome 
shelters and homes. 

Alternate energy sources is another 
area of both broad interest and wide 
range of types. For instance, China 
Diesel Imports, (15749 Lyons Valley 
Road, Jamul, CA 92035) had a very 
impressive display of their diesel 
powered generators. Solar Power Com¬ 
pany, (2020 South Main, Sait Lake 
City, Utah 84115), displayed and 
demonstrated several sizes of solar 
panels. Wood burning stoves were in 
abundance with manufacturers such 
as Heritage Stoves being represented. 
Domestic Water Works, (P.O. Box 809, 
Cave Junction, OR 97523), manufac¬ 
tures a wood burning water heater. A 
model was on hand for inspection. 

Food as well as its preparation and 
storage are very important in pre¬ 
paredness planning. Because the LDS 
(Mormon) Church, which encourages

preparedness planning, is centered in 
Salt Lake City, there are several food 
storage companies in the area which 
have been in business for many years. 
The displays by both the local and out 
of town businesses were an education 
in themselves. Preparedness Products, 
(3855 South 500 West, Bldg. G, Salt 
Lake City, UT 84115), brings fast food 
and ethnic food to the food storage 
business. Owner John Wadsworth be¬ 
lieves in planning your food storage 
program around your normal diet. He 
markets bulk foods and spices in long 
term storage containers that will ena¬ 
ble a pizza or taco fancier to maintain 
his eating habits for years. 

Superfood Provisions Company, (PO. 
Box 279, Oakville, WA 98568), got a 
lot of mileage out of their spirulina

storage food line. Spirulina is versa¬ 
tile* compact and cost effective. Al- 
pineAire, (Box 9226, Nevada City, CA 
95959) and Yurika Foods, (945 Spice 
Island Dr., Sparks, NV 89431), both 
exhibited large lines of complete meals 
packaged and prepared for long term 
storage. I have used both of the pro¬ 
duct lines while camping and river 
running and was impressed by the 
quality, taste and packaging. Meal for 
meal the precooked freeze dried foods 
are more expensive than the bulk 
packaged foods. However, there is a 
very real need in long term storage 
plans for lightweight, complete meals 
that require little or no cooking. 

Another food product I found very 
interesting was exhibited by Forever 
Seeds, (P.O. Box 4012, Ibnino, WA 


98589). If you have tried to locate a 
good variety of non-hybrid seeds you 
know how hard they are to find. For¬ 
ever Seeds is what you are looking for. 
They have an excellent selection of 
garden vegetable seeds. Need a place 
to grow the seeds? Vegie-Box Modular 
Gardening Systems, (3627 South 2300 
East, Salt Lake City, UT 84109), has 
some interesting ideas about maximiz¬ 
ing your useable growing space. 

Food processing products were well 
represented. Magic Mills, (7599 Red¬ 
wood Road, West Jordan, UT 84084) 
and Magic Mills International, (1911 
South 3850 West, Salt Lake City, UT 
84104), were both on hand. I personally 
know of three of these grinders that 
have been in hard use for years and 
are still giving excellent service. 

Clean water is vital to survival. The 
Expo was not found wanting for infor¬ 
mation and products in this area. 
Multi-Pure Water Systems, (P.O. Box 
1751, Jackson, WY 83001), Purelux, 
(9136 South State Street, Suite A, 
Sandy, UT 84070), and Water Fresh, 
(285 West Tabernacle, #26, St. George, 
UT 84770), all had products and infor¬ 
mation on hand. 

Preparedness books were part of the 
product line of many of the exhibitors 
and catalog suppliers. Some booths 
specialized in books. Make Do Publi¬ 
cations, (4959 Grandview Circle, Mesa, 
AZ 85205), and Horizon Publishers and 
Distributors, Inc., (50 South 500 West, 
Bountiful, UT 84010), are examples. 
Many of the books displayed were 
hands-on manuals covering food stor¬ 
age, cooking with stored foods, and 
gardening. 

The final portion of the Expo was 
the catalog center. This was simply an 
extra large booth staffed by Expo per¬ 
sonnel. Booth visitors were encouraged 
to review and collect from a wide var¬ 
iety of catalogs which dealt with pre¬ 
paredness products. 

One catalog I found particularly 
intriguing was from Lehman’s Hard¬ 
ware. Lehman’s is located in Amish 
country, (P.O. Box 41, Kidron Road, 
Kidron, Ohio 44636), and calls their 
catalog “The Non-Electric Catalog.” It 
is filled with many low-tech items, 
some of which I believed to be off the 
market years ago. When did you last 
see a wooden, hand-powered butter 
churn or a home cheese pressing kit? 
How about a 100-gallon cast iron ket¬ 
tle or a sand iron, (a cast iron clothing

iron which is heated on a wood-burning 
stove)? Other hard to find items include 
a kerosene-powered refrigerator, a 
gasoline-powered wringer type clothes 
washer and an electric/wood-powered 
cook stove complete with oven. 

Solar products, army surplus goods, 
camping gear and food products are 
just a few of the many items repre¬ 
sented in the catalog center. 

Expo 89 was a pleasant experience. 
As I toured the event I talked at 
length with many of the visitors and 
exhibitors and found it was a positive 
experience for everyone I spoke with. 
Many of the companies signed up for 
Expo 90 before they dismantled their 
Expo 89 displays. The common view was 
that the preparedness/self-reliance/ 
survival industry is in a growth mode. 

Space won’t allow covering all of the 
exhibitors or even all of the types; such 
as financial planning, firestarters, 
security systems, safes, flood and 
earthquake insurance, etc., but detail¬ 
ing the whole Expo could fill this whole 
issue. 

Do I have any complaints? Well, yes, 
I would like to have seen more on self 
defense. The Tony Martinex Kempo 
Karate Schools gave an outstanding 
martial arts demonstration; however, 
there is room for other aspects of self 
defense. Transportation, precious 
metals, hunting and fishing, as well 
as water safety were lacking. I dis¬ 
cussed these areas with the Expo’s 
founder and he informed me that it 
is his goal to cover all areas of interest, 
as well as others, in future events. I 
really can’t complain too loud. With 
all that was going on at Expo 89 I was 
hard pressed to see it all in detail in 
just three days. But that’s no problem, 
I’ll check out the rest during Expo

C rossbows are silent, accurate 
weapons that are admired by sur- 
vivalists for their stealth and hunting 
capabilities. The Blackhawk Superbow 
sold through Blackhawk Crossbows 
Inc., has many features normally found 
in more expensive models that make 
it a very desirable and affordable 
weapon. 

The prod requires a 150 pound draw 
and is made of hand laminated, pres¬ 
sure heat-cured suspension fiberglass 
with a recurve design. The stock is 
made of Fiberite, a 50 percent fiber¬ 
glass composite that won't react to rain, 
snow, heat, cold, or humidity. Sights 
are fully adjustable for windage and 


elevation. 

The Superbow has a 100 percent fail¬ 
safe trigger assembly mechanism and 
a safety switch that prevents acciden¬ 
tal discharge. A standard dovetail scope 
mounting bracket accepts all telescopic 
sights with mounting rings. 

Accessories include items like the 
cocking lever, bowfishing attachment, 
camo padded sling, camo quiver, camo 
crossbow case, Easton aluminum bolts 
and Nikko scopes for easy sighting. 

We tested the Blackhawk Superbow 
on a recent trip to the mountains and 
found it quite accurate and fun to 
shoot. The 150 pound draw was no 
problem and it was easy to hit our car- 


board box at 20 yards with no problem. 
With practice it would be easy to get 
groups under six inches at this dis 
tance. We were impressed with the 
lightness of the crossbow (only 4 lbs. 
5 ounces). Carried on the back with 
its padded sling (not included) you’d 
hardly know it was there.

Staff Evaluation 


T AURUS, the Brazilian arms man¬ 
ufacturer, is known for producing 
quality guns at reasonable prices. 

Their new 9-shot Model 94 .22 Long 
Rifle caliber double action revolver is 
no exception. 

The Model 94 was introduced to the 
US. market last year with 4-inch bar¬ 
rel. Introduced in July of this year is 
the 3-inch barrel Model 94. This small 
frame revolver is now available in 
either royal blue or stainless finish 
and in either 3-inch or 4-inch barrel 
lengths. These guns feature a swing- 
out cylinder with ejector, adjustable 
sights (rear square notch adjustable for 
windage, elevation, serrated ramp 
front), all steel construction with 
Brazilian hardwood grips with the 
brass Ihurus emblem. Other features 
include floating firing pin and heavy 
barrel. The Model 94, like all Taurus 
guns, is backed by Taurus with a life¬ 
time repair policy. 

The 3-inch model is an ideal kit gun 
for your backpack or fishing tackle 
box. The weight of this gun is only 
24.5 ounces empty. Total length is 
about 8 inches. Total height is about 
5 inches. 

We test fired the Model 94 with 
several types of .22 LR ammunition, 
including some Winchester high veloc¬ 
ity rounds and CCI Stingers. We found 
the Model 94 is quite accurate, obtain¬ 
ing some fairly tight (6- to 8-inch) 
groups with quick aimed fire at tar¬ 
gets about 15 yards away from us. The 
rear sight was off slightly causing our 
gun to shoot to the right. Once we

Suppressing Liberties: 


Terrorism In America 


'The imminent threat to survival of the American way of life is in 
the use of violence as an issue and a political tool. .

A sophisticated and vocal group of environmental activists are beginning to take an increasingly militant 
posture in the U.S. 


EC ENT trends indicate that the 
decade of the 1990s may develop 
with a substantial increase in domes¬ 
tic terrorism and confrontational crowd 
violence on the streets of America. 

A diverse group of activists, criminal 
elements, and members of an ideolog¬ 
ical fringe are beginning to resort to 
selective violence as a form of political 
“expression” The potential for domes¬ 
tic upheaval and civil disturbances in 
America is greater today than it has 
been for over 20 years. 

The imminent threat to individual 
survivability that this growing scenario 
presents extends far beyond any imme¬ 
diate risk to physical danger as a re¬ 
sult of increased random violence. The 
U.S. federal government is responding 
to the accelerating pattern of violence 
with a number of laws which tend to 
legislatively suppress individual civil 
liberties and constitutional freedom. 
The long term ramifications of this 
liberal media orchestrated and polit¬ 


ically inspired attack on personal 
liberty is something for every survival 
oriented person to carefully consider. 

The visible threat of thermo-nuclear 
destruction as a result of global mili¬ 
tary confrontation has diminished sig¬ 
nificantly over the past few years. 
However, there has been a simultane¬ 
ous increase in broad anti-government 
activism among all nations, worldwide. 
This social trend has no identifiable 
ideological origins. 

Communist countries of the crumbl¬ 
ing East Bloc are experiencing mass 
uprisings and violent civil disturbances 
as their populations seek economic and 
political autonomy. But even histori¬ 
cally stable western democracies have 
been forced to deal with substantial 
social activism by large crowds of con¬ 
frontational citizens who appear to be 
predisposed to violent expression. 

Great Britain has recently been 
immersed in a broad based change in 
their national tax laws which caused 


an outbreak of mass rioting in most 
major cities. South Korea, The Philip¬ 
pines, South Africa, Germany, France 
and Israel are all non-communist coun¬ 
tries where massive protest and riot¬ 
ing has occurred in the last six months. 

Organized civil disobedience and 
mass confrontation is generally con¬ 
sidered an acceptable form of partic¬ 
ipation in the democratic process. The 
growing tendency for these mass pro¬ 
tests to become excessively violent is 
what is notable. 

Measures orchestrated to effect social 
change in America are seldom con¬ 
ducted exclusively at the ballot box. 
A growing militant activism on U.S. 
college campuses is developing in a 
manner reminiscent of the “counter¬ 
culture” era of the late 1960s. Environ¬ 
mental concerns, civil liberties, femin¬ 
ist issues, and civil rights are all 
politically sensitive topics at univer¬ 
sities nationwide. 

The academic and political malaise 
of students in the late 1970s and the 
business oriented conservative image 
on campus in the 1980s, is changing 
to a well organized, socially aware 
underclass of the 1990s. 

University students worldwide his¬ 
torically participate in the democratic 
process through mass protest, and 
symbolic acts of civil disobedience. 
What is notable regarding the modern 
student activist movement is the will¬ 
ingness to incite violence or partici¬ 
pate in random violence as an accept 
able form of political expression. 

The characteristically passive and 
peaceful environmentalist of the “or¬ 
ganic” era of the 1960s has been re¬ 
placed with a more sophisticated and 
vocal group of environmental activists 
who are beginning to take an increas 
ingly militant posture in America. 

The rapidly growing fringe group 
Earth First! advocates the selective 
use of sabotage against the property 
of any industry the group has iden¬ 
tified as being a “threat” to the en- 
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Terrorist mail bombs have been sent to civil rights workers, federal judges and even Christian ministries 
by unidentified groups or individuals. 


vironment. Although these actions 
have been somewhat confined to sabo¬ 
tage of logging vehicles, damaging off¬ 
road vehicles and incidents of “tree- 
spiking,” the group’s leader Dave Fore¬ 
man was arrested in 1989 in the pro¬ 
cess of using a cutting torch on a 
high voltage powerline tower. If he 
had not been “interrupted” by the 
FBI, Mr. Foreman would have disa¬ 
bled electric service for thousands 
of people. Two other members of the 
group are currently in custody for 
possession of explosive materials and 
booby traps from a pipe bomb incident 
last spring in Northern California. 
Violent confrontation with loggers 
and destruction of personal property 
are becoming trademarks of the Earth 
First! movement. 

Various protest movements have 
intentionally resorted to acts which 
they know will provoke anger and pos¬ 
sibly incite violence. The hateful, des¬ 
picable act of burning an American 
flag in public is done for this precise 
reason. 

Animal rights activists now regularly 
confront fur owners on the street and 
throw fake blood on them. The world¬ 
wide Animal Liberation Front has 
burned down stores that sell furs, 
broken into research facilities to van¬ 
dalize property and “liberate” re¬ 
search animals. They have claimed 
responsibility for the recent bombing 
attacks in Britain which have killed 
and injured veterinary researchers as 
well as a 13-month-old infant who 
happened to be close to a vehicle that 
had an explosive device attached to it. 
Last year a 34-year-old animal rights 
activist was arrested in Connecticut 
while attempting to place a nail bomb 
near the car of the president of US 
Surgical Corp. The radio detonated 
explosive device was obviously intended 
to kill the president of a company 
which uses anesthetized dogs to train 
physicians in emergency surgical 
techniques. 

Normally deeply religious, peaceful 
anti-abortion protesters are becoming 
increasingly militant in their acts of 
civil disobedience. This group harasses 
and verbally abuses clients outside of 
abortion clinics. This humiliating 
cruelty has escalated to blockades of 
clinic entrances, and there is a grow¬ 
ing incidence of fire bomb attacks 
and vandalism against these medical 
facilities. 

Groups which have been historically 
associated with peaceful social change 
and passive awareness campaigns are 
now beginning to employ acts of vio¬ 


lence as a political tool and a means 
of expression perpetrated to gain media 
attention. This identifiable pattern 
tends to quickly escalate into more 
direct forms of terrorism and random 
violence in a very short period of time. 

Mail Bombs — Over the last 12 
months, package or mail bombs have 
been sent to civil rights workers, fed¬ 
eral judges, and even Christian minis¬ 
tries by as of yet, unidentified groups 
or individuals. A Drug Enforcement 
Administration office in Thmpa, Flor¬ 
ida, was recently attacked with a fire¬ 
bomb which completely destroyed the 
entire building. This aggressive direct 
attack on a U.S. government law en¬ 
forcement facility was as much an act 
of political terrorism as it was a cri¬ 


minal deed. 

Organized drug criminals in the 
United States are beginning to employ 
definitive patterns of terrorism as a 
means of doing business. Two notable 
rival gangs which originated in 
Southern California have expanded to 
many small towns across the country. 
According to recent law enforcement 
estimates, these deadly groups are the 
equivalent of several heavily armed 
divisions of enemy troops on U.S. soil; 
a violent enemy in the war on drugs. 
This accelerating pattern of drug re¬ 
lated violence and crime has become 
a national tragedy, and it is extend¬ 
ing into the smaller and more remote 
communities of America. 

A large number of these well armed 
and deadly groups come from the inner 
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city minority communities of America. 
ThG potential for racial violence is 
becoming a reality. The incidence of 
“hate crimes” against minority groups 
has tripled in the last five years. The 
media sensationalizing of these inci¬ 
dents typically ignores the incredible 
violence which occurs daily in these 
same areas. 

The dwindling resources for welfare 
and social programs are coming at a 
time when there is a growing lack of 
tolerance in America. Incidents of 
racially motivated assault become the 
rallying cry for many minority leaders 
to threaten further acts of violence 
if their growing list of grievances are 
not addressed to their satisfaction. 

During the recent Bensonhurst trial 
in New York, the Reverend A1 Sharp- 
ton commanded front page headlines 
with his threats of mass rioting should 
the judicial system fail to convict the 
participants in the attack. 

The issues of poverty and crime are 
being manipulated into an issue of 
racism by some black leaders. The 
elected minority leadership has also 
recently employed charges of racism 
as their various political careers are 
being jeopardized by personal conduct. 
The mayor of Atlantic city, James Usry 
was recently indicted for bribery, he 
publicly charges a racist conspiracy is 
involved. Congressman Gus Savage 
was charged with fondling a Peace 
Corps volunteer, he claims a political 
and media racist campaign is being 
directed towards him. Washington, D.C. 
mayor Marion Barry was arrested and 


charged with numerous drug offenses, 
and he employs the "racist conspiracy” 
in his defense. 

Claims of racial bias and discrimi¬ 
nation by active, high-profile political 
leaders is aggravating tensions, and 
having a clearly negative impact on 
any reconciliation of ethnic differences. 

Mandela — Although many main¬ 
stream minority leaders tend to es¬ 
pouse the political philosophy of Mar¬ 
tin Luther King in the non-violent 
approach to social change and legis¬ 
lative justice, some emerging black 
leaders are beginning to advocate an 
ideology more closely associated with 
the frequently violent philosophy of 
Malcom X. As tensions increase, these 
various leaders are beginning to de¬ 
velop a very large following. The U.S. 
media has been very influential in 
developing this more militant ap¬ 
proach. Nelson Mandela is a case in 
point. 

During his recent U.S. visit Nelson 
Mandela received more media cover¬ 
age than visiting royalty or heads of 
state. He and his wife solicited and 
received donations in excess of $7 mil¬ 
lion dollars during their U.S. tour, and 
the U.S. government provided millions 
of dollars worth of security at taxpayer 
expense. Mandela was termed a “polit¬ 
ical prisoner” by the U.S. media. His 
African National Congress is termed 
a group of “freedom fighters” by ABC 
News. 

The U.S. media categorically failed 
to mention that Mr. Mandela was ar¬ 


rested with 9 other ANC members on 
a farm outside Johannesburg in 1963 
for acts of terrorism against civilians 
in South Africa. Documents seized dur¬ 
ing his arrest and in his own hand¬ 
writing detailed plans for terrorist 
attacks on 106 targets including the 
homes of black policemen, radio and 
TV stations, utilities and various 
enforcement centers. In a paper writ¬ 
ten by Mandela titled “How to Be a 
Good Communist” he stated that any¬ 
one suspected of being an informer 
against his movement should be killed 
or mutilated by such acts as cutting 
off of their noses or burning them 
alive. 

Also seized during the arrest of 
Mandela were maps and locations for 
weapons and explosives. At one such 
location police found over 50 tons of 
explosives, hand grenades, and land 
mines. 

Although the left-wing U.S. media 
has made Nelson and Winnie Mandela 
out to be of the same mold as Martin 
Luther King, Amnesty Internationa] 
had always refused to categorize Mr. 
Mandela as a political prisoner. Dur¬ 
ing his trial Mandela himself pleaded 
guilty to sabotage and acts of terror 
ism against civilian targets, possess¬ 
ion of explosives, and high treason. 

While in custody for these acts of 
terrorism, Nelson Mandela’s wife car¬ 
ried on the “armed struggle” without 
him. It is not mentioned in the U.S 
media that Winnie Mandela seems to 
almost thirst for brutal violence 
against her black opposition. The case 
of her bodyguards beating a 13-year- 
old schoolboy to death, and leaving his 
body in a ditch was covered briefly, 
but her advocacy of a technique known 
as “necklacing” has been somehow 
overlooked. This term describes the 
tactic of tying or chopping off the 
hands of your opponent and placing 
a tire filled with gasoline around their 
neck. The tire is then set on fire in 
front of the victim’s friends and 
neighbors. 

Winnie Mandela was quoted on 13 
April 1986 as saying “Together, hand 
in hand, with our boxes of matches 
and our necklaces, we shall liberate 
this country.” In the 90-day period 
after making this statement, there 
were 172 cases of “lynching by fire” 
in South Africa. All of the victims were 
reported as black opponents to the

cutting device so SI can still offer it 
at 1985 prices. 

Available in two sizes, 18- and 24-inch 
chain lengths, the Pocket Chain Saw 
comes with D-rings at each end of it 
to which are attached large nylon wrist 
loops. A nylon belt pouch with hook 
and loop closure is available for the 
saw for $3.95. 

Our 18-inch saw had 8 saw teeth sec¬ 
tions on it. The chain has single and 
double steel links riveted together with 
teeth facing in each direction so the 
saw cuts in both directions at once. 

The saw is used by placing the chain 
around the object to be cut and, keep¬ 
ing the handles at least one foot apart, 
the chain is pulled back and forth 
alternately until the chain cuts 
through the object. You must exercise 
caution when cutting so as not to in¬ 
jure yourself while sawing or to pull 
through the object cut too strongly at 
the last and flail yourself with the saw. 
And you should only cut natural wood 
with this saw. 

It takes a little elbow grease but the 
Pocket Chain Saw will easily tear 
through assorted limbs and trunks of 
trees with alacrity. 

Trying the Pocket Chain Saw out on 
some 2- to 4-inch-thick tree branches 
at home, an ASG, staffer found the saw 
works well and quickly.

HE .454 Casull is billed as “the 
world’s most powerful revolver” 
and we know of no other wheelgun 
more powerful. 

The big all-steel single-action Casull 
revolvers have been used to shoot all 
the world’s major big game animals 
from elephants on down and are known 
for their accuracy and stopping power. 

Since they were developed by Dick 
Casull in 1984 in conjunction with 
Freedom Arms of Freedom, Wyoming, 
more than 10,000 Casull revolvers have 
been made and sold, with many of 
them going to buyers in Alaska where 
big game hunting is popular and there 
is concern about bear attacks. 


The Casulls are made of 17-4 PH 
aircraft quality stainless steel and 
come in a variety of barrel lengths 
with resin-impregnated hardwood grips 
or Pachmayr rubber grips. They can 
deliver anywhere from 850 feet per 
second to 2,000 feet per second muzzle 
velocities with nearly a ton of energy. 

Besides the .454 Casull cartridge, the 
Casulls are also available chambered 
for .45 Colt and .44 Magnum ammuni¬ 
tion. The .454 Casull and the .45 Colt 
are the same size cartridge and all 
.454 Casulls will, theoretically, also 
fire .45 Colt ammunition, but Free¬ 
dom Arms does not recommend this, 
as some .45 Colt cartridges will not 
chamber properly and could cause 
damage to the gun. An optional .45 
Colt cylinder is available for the .454 
Casull owner. 

In addition to the standard 7.5-inch 
barrel model Casull revolver, there are 
4.75-inch, 6-inch and 10-inch models 
as well as the Deputy Marshall model 
with 3-inch barrel. The latter is mostly 
chambered for the lower powered .45 
Colt round. 

There are two grades of Casull, the 
Premier Grade with handsome brushed 
stainless steel finish in all barrel 


lengths and with limited lifetime war 
ranty; and the new Field Grade with 
matte stainless finish and Pachmayr 
grips and one-year warranty. 

A variety of adjustable and standard 
fixed sights are available from Free¬ 
dom Arms for the guns along with 
Leupold M8-2X scope and mount or 
new SSK Industries T’SOB 3-ring 
(option of 4-ring also) scope mount for 
better security. 

The .454 Casull round is manufac¬ 
tured only by Freedom Arms but can 
be purchased at many local gun stores. 
You can also buy the bullets and brass 
and reloading equipment from Free¬ 
dom Arms and reload your own ammu¬ 
nition. There are 240-grain (JHP), 
260-grain (JFP) and 300-grain (JFP) 
bullet loadings for the .454 Casull. To 
get used to shooting your gun it’s 
recommended you start out with some 
240-grain “medium” .454 ammunition, 
then work up to the full-house load¬ 
ings. In test shooting our Casull 
revolvers we used both 240-grain jack¬ 
eted hollow point and 260-grain jack¬ 
eted flat point ammunition from Free¬ 
dom Arms. 

Freedom Arms has quite a few acces¬ 
sories for the Casull revolvers, includ¬ 
ing hats, belt buckles, holsters, a sling 
and other items. 

Test Shooting — Td like to say that 
we were able to obtain pinpoint accur¬ 
acy with this tremendously powerful 
revolver, but this was not the case in 
the time we had to test shoot the 
4.75-inch barrel and scoped 10-inch 
Casulls we were loaned from Freedom 
Arms. 

By the end of a second shooting ses¬ 
sion with the guns, I was getting close 
to putting my hits with the scoped 
Casull on the target bulls-eye, but I 
never achieved the one-hole groups I’ve 
seen done by experienced shooters with 
this handgun. In the end I fell prey 
to my old nemesis in shooting tech¬ 
nique: impatience. For the best accur¬ 
acy with these guns proper shooting 
technique is essential. Make no mis¬ 
take about it, the recoil from these 
guns, especially the shorter barrel 
models, takes some getting used to. For 
most people, the recoil is punishing. 
This is not the type of gun you’d want 
to spend all day at the range with fir¬ 
ing hundreds of rounds. 

Our 4.75-inch model had adjustable 
sights. The large front blade sight is 
secured in the barrel by a set screw. 
This sight was evidently not tightly 
secured on our test gun because on the

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Cold Water Near Drowning 



Gradual rewarming is your goal in 
treating immersion hypothermia. 
Cover the trunk of the body only to 
prevent “afterdrop'’ (Concept 
Systems Inc.).

M OST of you reading this maga¬ 
zine have probably read or heard 
of “miraculous” saves of drowning vic¬ 
tims in cold water. 

Miraculous that they were rescued, 
miraculous that someone attempted 
resuscitation on them, miraculous that 
the rescuers, ambulance personnel and 
the hospital staff continued efforts to 
save their lives. 

Miraculous that they survived? Well, 
there is a reason. It is called the 
“Mammalian Dive Reflex” and the 
purpose of this article is to inform you 
about what it is, what it does and how 
it affects our efforts and procedures 
when rescuing and resuscitating a cold 
water near drowning victim. 

Strongest at birth and slowly decreas¬ 
ing with age is the response called the 
Mammalian Dive Reflex (MDR). This 
response is triggered when the face is 
immersed in cold water or in some 
cases, other cold environments. What 
happens is that the body responds by 
shutting off blood circulation to most 
parts of the body except the vital 
areas needing oxygen-carrying blood 
most. These are the heart, lungs and 
the brain. 

It is this same response that diving 
mammals such as porpoises, seals and 
whales depend on to survive under 
water for an extended time. 

There are some contributing factors 
to the MDR. How long was the person 
under water? The shorter the better, 
as with all drownings. How cold is the 
water? The colder the better. Seventy 
degrees F. or colder is considered cold 
water. You can find that even on the 
hottest of summer days below the 
thermocline. How old is the victim? 
The younger the better, as the reflex 
is gradually lost with age. Is the water 
polluted? The cleaner the better. Pol¬ 
lutants can complicate resuscitation 
and post resuscitation. 

Most of us are familiar with cardi¬ 
opulmonary resuscitation (CPR). It is 
taught in CPR courses that we become 
clinically dead when signs of absence 
of breathing and or pulse presen t them¬ 
selves. Biological death, which is the 
death of vital cells such as those in 
the brain, occurs within minutes, 
normally four to six minutes after 
breathing stops. When the MDR goes 
into effect, this four to six minutes can 
lengthen to up to 40 minutes before 
biological death occurs. 

With all of the contributing factors 
affecting the MDR, it is a must that 


everyone involved in the rescue of the 
victim — first responders providing 
medical care on the scene, EMTs or 
paramedics giving advanced care and 
transporting the victim, and the receiv¬ 
ing hospital personnel — have a posi¬ 
tive attitude. 

The classic signs of death are blue 
color, cold temperature, absence of 
pulse, dilated and fixed pupils of the 
eyes, absence of breathing and rigidity 
of the body. Immersion hypothermia 
and the MDR alone can cause all of 
these signs! 

The point of all of this is that you 
should work on every drowning vic¬ 
tim! They are alive until rewarmed, 
and then if they still show the signs 
of death they may be considered dead. 

This can change our attitudes in 
other ways besides the resuscitation 
phase. That “routine” body recovery 
can now be a rescue. Once a body is 
recovered, instead of covering it up, 
resuscitate. What do you have to lose? 
Give it a try! 

Start aggressive CPR. With all drown¬ 
ings, do not attempt to remove water 
from the lungs, but attempt to get air 
or oxygen into the lungs. 

No Heimlich maneuver should be 
attempted on these victims. Wet cloth¬ 
ing should be removed and the victim 
handled carefully. There is a fatal com¬ 
plication called “afterdrop” which 
occurs when a victim is rewarmed. Cool 
blood, possibly containing metabolic 
wastes, can enter the “core” of the 
body from the extremities. With the 
goal being gradual rewarming, it might 
be suggested here to cover just the 
trunk of the body with blankets, leav¬ 
ing extremities uncovered. 

Prehospital and hospital care pro¬ 
viders should have procedures for han-

dling cold water near drowning vic¬ 
tims and the following information is 
to be used only as suggestions and 
only after consulting a physician for 
further advice. 

The priorities are the ABCs (airway, 
breathing and circulation) with CPR 
done when required. Other priorities 
include rewarming the heart (It is nice 
if you can use warmed, humidified oxy¬ 
gen when resuscitating. This oxygen 
enters the lungs which are on each 
side of the heart and act as heat ex¬ 
changers, rewarming it), normalizing 
arterial blood gases, and normalizing 
acid-base levels (ph). The latter two 
are accomplished by administering 
oxygen and or medication. 

Medications do not act as rapidly 
with a cold patient as with a warm 
one. IVs are hard to start on cold 
patients, but if one is started, it 
should be either D5W (dextrose 5 per 
cent in water), normal saline, or lac- 
tated Ringers at a to-keep-open rate. 

Some authorities claim that a cold 
liver will have trouble metabolizing the 
lactate in lactated Ringers. If the vic¬ 
tim is in ventricular fibrillation (a 
rapid quivering of the heart that pro¬ 
duces no cardiac output), a DC cardio¬ 
version of 200 ws could be indicated 
This electric shock treatment must be 
administered only by trained profes¬ 
sionals with appropriate equipment. If 
the core temperature is greater than 
85 degrees F., one more cardioversion 
might be indicated if the first one was 
unsuccessful. Remember that shiver 
ing can mimic ventricular fibrillation 
on an electrocardiogram. 

At this time it is possible to consider 
further rewarming techniques, such as 
warming blankets and mattresses, tub 
baths, peritoneal lavage, and warm IV 
fluids. All these procedures are pro¬ 
vided within a hospital setting. It 
might be possible to use more than 
one method at a time. 

More definitive care can include a 
chest X-ray, ECG (electrocardiogram), 
urinalysis and blood work concentra¬ 
ting on arterial blood gases. It is 
helpful if the victim’s weight can be 
obtained. 

Cold water near drowning. The in¬ 
formation provided here may seem 
complicated. Tb all those involved, from 
first responders providing rescue and 
CPR to those providing advanced level 
hospital care, it is vital to remem¬ 
ber that all drowning victims should 
be resuscitated and pronounced dead 
only when rewarmed and then still 
dead. Let’s add to the list of “mira¬ 
culous” saves. •

ANC. 

The American media ignores this 
dark side of the Mandelas and the 
ANC. Instead, they make Mandela a 
hero to black American youth. This 
brutally violent man received a ticker 
tape parade down Fifth Avenue. The 
African National Congress, which in 
1984 claimed responsibility for a ser¬ 
ies of shopping center bombings which 
killed, injured, and maimed over 400 
civilians in South Africa, received 
over $7 million in U.S. donations, and 
literally billions of dollars worth of 
U.S. media advertising. 

Mandela’s refusal to renounce ter¬ 
rorism or violence during his meeting 
with President Bush should not be 
overlooked. There is a growing "black 
seperatist” movement in America, led 
by the Reverend Louis Farrakhan. His 
cult-like religious group, the Nation 
of Islam, advocates black supremacy, 
and economic and political isolation 
from "white America.” Farrakhan’s 
group received a $5 million grant from 
Libya in 1983. 

Farrakhan advocates that the U.S. 
government provide blacks with a geo¬ 
graphic autonomous "homeland” some¬ 
where in the United States, which 
would presumably be governed by the 
Nation of Islam and Mr. Farrakhan. 

Although this political ideology may 
sound somewhat bizarre, this group 
commands significant media attention 
and it is beginning to develop a large 
following. The Nation of Islam is cur¬ 
rently sponsoring a number of polit¬ 
ical and congressional candidates in 
Maryland and the District of Colum¬ 
bia. This is notable, because there is 
a growing campaign to make Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., a state. Many black leaders 
have advocated this issue, and in fact 
Washington, D.C., is almost 80% black. 

If Mr. Farrakhan gets heavily involved 
with this issue there may actually 
develop a mass movement to make the 
nation’s capital an autonomous black 
governed sovereign state. Jesse Jack- 
son has given indications of his desire 
to be the "shadow senator” who will 
spearhead the campaign to make Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., a state. 

Media Misrepresentation — Racial 
violence is easy and frequently "pro¬ 
fitable” for the media to sensational¬ 
ize. It does tend to sell newspapers. 
Racial violence and "hate crimes” are 
not truly representative of the overall 
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pattern of violence in the nation’s 
inner cities. For every incident of 
racially motivated assault, there are 
literally thousands of incidents of bru¬ 
tal and frequently fatal attacks within 
minority communities as a result of 
drug related violence. 

What tends to occur by media mis¬ 
representation and various manipula¬ 
tions by emerging minority leaders is 
a growing lack of tolerance between 
ethnic groups. This growing racial 
polarization is being further aggra¬ 
vated and accelerated by the increase 
in white supremacy groups, anti-Semi¬ 
tic violence, and incidents of racial 
confrontation. The actual sociological 
origins of this growing problem are 
being systematically ignored by many 
irresponsible participants in order to 
aggravate the situation into a confron¬ 
tational struggle between the races. 

Although the likelihood for the ma¬ 
jority of American citizens to be dir¬ 
ectly affected by terrorism, racial vio¬ 
lence, or violent crime is still com¬ 
paratively low, there is already a 
growing threat to the civil liberties 
and constitutional rights of every 
American because of political realities. 

State and federal legislation restrict¬ 
ing the ownership of firearms, laws 
affecting our rights to privacy and free¬ 
dom from search and seizure, as well 
as legal restrictions on the behavior 
of adults on privately owned property 
are now being passed nationwide, as 
elected officials attempt to address the 
growing pattern of violence. 

The identifiable causes of this trend 
in violent behavior are not being ad¬ 
dressed, and they are likely to con¬ 
tinue. Violence is one form of human 
behavior which tends to escalate out 
of control rather quickly. 

The accelerated pace of violence in 
America may cause the publicly sup¬ 
ported legislative suspension of many 
freedoms and rights that we Ameri¬ 
cans have cherished, and killed and 
died for, for over two centuries. 

The State of New Jersey just passed 
into law an outright ban on the sales 
or ownership of semi-automatic rifles. 
This law requires the legal confisca¬ 
tion of any functional semi-automatic 
“assault rifle” in the state, within a 
year. 

One of the validations for this dis¬ 
gusting piece of legislation is the claim 
that the constitution does not guaran¬ 
tee an individual the right to keep and 


bear arms, except in the formation of 
a local militia. This argument has been 
used for years and is becoming increas¬ 
ingly prevalent in the anti-gun lobby. 

It now seems that not only are we 
as individual American citizens becom¬ 
ing more likely to be victims of vio¬ 
lence on our own soil, but the resources 
that we have normally had guaranteed 
to protect ourselves, our homes, and 
our families with are gradually being 
sacrificed and taken away. Our civil 
liberties and our constitutional rights 
are being legislatively confiscated. 

The real “terror” developing in 
America is not from criminal violence, 
civil disorders, or militant activism. It 
is in the form of a well dressed, well 
meaning, smooth talking politician 
who is willing to gradually attack con¬ 
stitutional freedom as a political expe¬ 
dient in addressing and controlling 
severa l long neglected social problems. 

When armed men are sanctioned by 
law to kick down the doors of innocent 
American citizens to search for and con¬ 
fiscate firearms deemed by the state 
as "inappropriate” for "legitimate 
sporting purposes,” then it is my belief 
that the real terrorism in America will 
begin. 

The framers of the U.S. Constitution 
were clearly not considering the owner¬ 
ship of a firearm as a means of gather¬ 
ing food or sporting purposes when they 
made it a sacred individual right. Gun 
ownership was considered as a means 
of self protection and personal secu¬ 
rity two centuries ago. With all of the 
social and technological advances we 
have made in the past 200 years, fire¬ 
arms remain the only adequate form 
of personal protection available today. 

Brutally violent crime is likely to 
continue in America, regardless of any 
legislation affecting constitutional law. 
Random violence and acts of terrorism 
are likely to continue to become the 
favored means of political expression 
in the United States. 

The imminent threat to survival of 
the American way of life is in the use 
of violence as an issue and a political 
tool in the legislative suppression of 
the fundamental rights we have as 
individual citizens to protect ourselves 
from acts of violence. 

Politically attacking the tools of vio¬ 
lent behavior, instead of the partici¬ 
pants will only accelerate the pace of 
random violence and terrorism in 
America. •

first shot it flew off the gun and we 
couldn’t find it. “Awesome!” was the 
comment of one of the test shooters 
upon seeing the great belch of flame 
and smoke from the gun and hearing 
its deafening roar when it was shot 
for the first time. Freedom Arms air 
expressed us a new front sight which 
we installed correctly and had no fur¬ 
ther trouble with it. The sight used 
is a large blade which the user can 
file down to his liking. I would have 
preferred a smaller front sight on the 
4.75-inch Casull. The 10-inch model 
with its Leupold M8-2X extended eye 
relief scope was much easier to shoot 
with, although recoil is still strong. 
Shooting at 25 yards without a rest 
with the 10-inch Casull, our groups 
were in the 6- to 10-inch range with

the 260-grain ammo and would have 
been better once we got the scope 
properly zeroed but we had to move 
on to our 100-yard shooting since we 
were running low on ammunition. We 
did not obtain much in the way of 
good accuracy while shooting at the 
100-yard targets but we were begin¬ 
ning to improve significantly as we 
got the scope zeroed. At a second shoot¬ 
ing session using targets placed 50 
yards away and shooting 240-grain 
.454 ammunition I got to where I was 
making hits about 3 inches from the 
bulls-eye. Unfortunately we ran out 
of ammunition about this time. I would 
have liked to have run a few hundred 
rounds through these guns to thor¬ 
oughly familiarize myself with them, 
but at $50 a box—$1 a round — this 
ammo ain’t cheap. Having seen the ter¬ 


rific accuracy they are capable of, I’d 
love to be able, some day, to own one 
of these outstanding firearms and shoot 
it a lot. I’d buy one of the longer- 
barreled models and probably have the 
barrel ported. 

lb load or unload the Casull you 
pull the hammer back to the half-cock 
position and then manually turn the 
cylinder clockwise as you insert 
each round or eject the spent casing 
with the spring-loaded ejector rod. 
Trigger pull is very smooth and drops 
the hammer at 4 to 5 pounds of pull. 
The hardwood grips are beautiful but 
I’d take the Pachmayr rubber grips on 
my own Casull. Yes, the .454 Casull 
is an awesome handgun. Muzzle veloc¬ 
ity for the 260-grain ammunition we 
were using in the 10-inch model is 
about 1,950 fps and about 1,500 fps 
in the 4.75-inch model, according to 
Freedom Arms. Muzzle energy is some¬ 
where between 1,500 and 2,000 foot 
pounds. Quite a bit of stopping power! 
But you have to be used to how this 
powerhouse of a handgun handles to 
shoot accurately with it. 

While a big bore rifle would serve 
you well in situations where you were 
after big game or wanted protection 
from large bears or other animals, the 
Casull offers its owner the the versa¬ 
tility of big bore rifle stopping power 
with lighter weight and compact size. 
The Casull is definitely in a class by 
itself and is well deserving of the title, 
“the world’s most powerful revolver.” •

referred to as “bomb proof’ and is 
really the only anchor worth using. 

lb the anchor is connected the second 
link in the belay chain — a “sling.” 
A sling is made using tubular nylon 
webbing of a given length and then 
tied to form a loop using a double 
fisherman’s knot or a water knot. The 
sling is wrapped around the anchor and 
attached to the belayer so that he is 
“anchored” to the ground also. Differ¬ 
ent methods can be used to attach the 
belayer to the sling. A carabiner is an 
oval or D-shaped piece of climbing 
hardware made out of aluminum alloy 
that features a hinged gate for clip¬ 
ping in and joining parts of the belay 
chain together. In fact, a carabiner 
actually looks like a link in a chain. 
This third link can then be attached 
to the fourth — the belayer’s harness. 

Commercial harnesses are made for 
strength and comfort and provide very 
good security. Make sure to follow all 
manufacturer’s instructions as to buck¬ 
ling, etc. To the harness it is recom¬ 
mended the attachment of a belay 
device. A belay device does away with 
the old method of wrapping the rope 
around the belayer’s back for a friction 
brake. In fact with the use of a belay 
device, it is possible to remove the 
belayer completely from the belay 
chain and attach directly to the anchor. 
The belayer can be anchored separately 
to another anchor for additional safety. 

Belay devices work like a brake. Ib 
lock the rope you simply pull back on 
the rope and friction does the rest. For 
example, if a climber were to fall, excess 


rope at the belayer’s feet would Swiftly 
begin to play out at high speed until 
the climber hits bottom. With a belay 
device you can arrest the fall using 
very little strength (a great feature 
for smaller women belaying heavier 
males) and without strain on the back 
or friction burns on the hands. 

The rope is the longest link in the 
belay chain but is one of the most 
important. Army Greenline and Hard- 
lay Goldline are know as laid ropes 
because they consist of bundles of 
fibers called strands that are twisted 
or “laid” around one another. Because 
of the spiral twist of these ropes, 
they are prone to untwist under a 
load causing spinning, kinking and 
stretching. 

Kernmantle ropes are made using a 
core of high strength parallel and con¬ 
tinuous fibers (kern) covered with a 
sheath (mantle) of braided nylon fiber 
acting as a shield to protect the inner 
core from abrasion and cuts. This rope 
is favored for alpine climbing and 
caving. 

Continuing with the belay chain, the 
end of the rope is attached to the last 
link in the belay chain — the climber’s 
harness. This is usually done with a 
figure eight knot on a bight. Be sure 
there is no slack between the climber 
and the belayer when beginning the 
belay operation. 

Many people wonder how a lead clim¬ 
ber is protected from falling if the 
belayer is below the climber. What good 
is a rope tied to the waist of the clim¬ 
ber if both it and the climber end up 
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falling back down to the belayer an¬ 
chored at the bottom of the cliff? The 
protection comes in the form of wedg¬ 
ing devices that the climber places in 
small cracks or flares in the rock wall. 
In the old days nails called pitons 
were pounded into the rock. The rope 
was then clipped into a carabiner 
attached to the piton. Today, remov¬ 
able chocks and hexcentrics (alumi¬ 
num alloy wedges) and “friends’ ' (fancy 
camming devices) are used. In a fall¬ 
ing scenario, the climber yells “fall¬ 
ing.” the belayer assumes the arrest 
position, the climber falls until all 
slack is removed and the climber’s 
weight is held by the last piece of pro¬ 
tection placed. Hopefully the fall is 
only a few feet from the point the 
climber disconnected from the wall. 

Once a belay is set up, you must be 
aware of other safety considerations 
such as rock fall, swinging pendulum 
falls, catching hair or clothing in belay 
devices, etc. It’s a good idea to prac¬ 
tice ahead of time the use of belay 
devices, the method of arresting falls 
and use of belay signals before head¬ 
ing out in the field. To learn proper 
rope handling techniques it is recom¬ 
mended to take a climbing course from 
a qualified guide. •

by NATO countries. No ammunition 
producing more than 50,000 Copper 
Units of Pressure should be used in 
the M14-K Gun or damage and pos 
sible injury may result, according to 
Smith Ent. 

Using some Portuguese 7.62 NATO 
ammunition, we took our test M14-K 
carbine to a public shooting area and 
tried it out in rapid and aimed fire from 
the shoulder and hip at targets placed 
25 yards away and using a rest with 
slow aimed fire at targets 100 yards 
distant. The difference in felt recoil and 
muzzle rise is indeed surprising com¬ 
pared with that experienced in stan¬ 
dard M14 rifles the testers have fired 
before. The M14-K allows much quicker 
sight picture acquisition for follow-up 
shots, which is most disirable in hunt¬ 
ing game or in match shooting where 
speed is required. Smith Ent. lists 
muzzle velocity in these guns at 2,530 
to 2,560 feet per second. 

We found the National Match rear 
sight excellent to use. One shooter had 
two hits on the target at 100 yards 
that were so close together there was 
only one hole in the target. This rifle 
is accurate! 

Smith Ent. offers a variety of acces¬ 
sories for the M14-K Gun, including 
a steel scope mount and Pachmayr 
recoil pad. Smith Ent. also does other 
firearms work, such as conversion of 
semiautomatic Browning Hi-Power pis¬ 
tols to select-fire, double action trigger 
jobs for 1911A1 .45 ACP pistols, and 
production of match quality AR- 15/M 16 
bolt carriers.

and his staff also produce instruc¬ 
tional video tapes, rent machine guns 
to movie makers and run “military 
theme adventure programs” such as 
Ranger training, parachuting, jungle 
warfare and escape and evasion courses.

Trioxane disintegrates into a noncom¬ 
bustible dust in the presence of oxy¬ 
gen., The military regularly inspects 
its stores of triox for signs of decom¬ 
position and so must we. I use Hex- 
amine. Hexamine is also a military 
solid fuel, comes in a smaller package 
than Triox, burns for the same amount 
of time, stores well, and does not de¬ 
compose, even if submerged in water 
for several hours. It is available from 
Brigade Quartermasters at (800) 486- 
GEAR.

Reader seeks better gunccmtm! laws 


0 you own a gun? 

If you do, are you aware that 
for every one criminal that is killed 
with a gun in the commission of a 
crime, 43 innocent people die? Did you 
know that your gun is much more 
likely to be used against a family 
member than to protect yourself, and 
that your home is safer if gun free? 
Did you know that fatal firearms acci¬ 
dents are up 50 percent over the last 
20 years, and that where the greatest 
concentrations of guns occur, the great¬ 


est incidence of violent crimes also 
occur? Do you know that despite NRA 
propaganda, you really have no con¬ 
stitutional right to own a gun, and that 
this has been decided in the courts? 

Finally, do you know that all of 
these statements have two things in 
common: 1) They have all recently 
enjoyed extensive exposure over the 
national media, and 2) They are all 
utter falsehoods. 

For example, if you look at the re¬ 
cords of the National Safety Council, 


you will find that accidental deaths by 
firearms are actually DOWN 52 per¬ 
cent over the last 20 years. 

Following a week-long National Pub¬ 
lic Radio special aired in December, I 
investigated the accuracy of these and 
similar media reports, in my own capac¬ 
ity as a journalist. I spent some two 
months talking to some of the nation's 
foremost criminologists, sociologists, 
constitutional law professors, and fire¬ 
arms experts. What I found is deeply 
disturbing. 
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Tb a person, each of these individuals 
brought out a picture of the firearms 
issue which is some 180 degrees in 
opposition to the media-generated 
impression of gun ownership as a social 
crisis; the irrational worship of a bad 
memory from the past; a dangerous 
cultural artifact which has no redeem¬ 
ing modern social significance or con¬ 
stitutional protection. 

The overwhelming majority of the 
most recent, methodologically sound 
social science research which has been 
done simply does not validate these 
claims. Moreover, the people respon¬ 
sible for this research are not ‘ NRA 
advocates,” right-wing paramilitary 
nuts,” “gun-lovers,” or even diehard 
Reaganites; they are liberal academics 
with outstanding credentials and solid 
reputations for scholarship in their 
respective fields. 

Despite protests to the contrary, with 
regard to this issue, significant ele¬ 
ments of this nation’s press have em¬ 
braced what can only be termed a polit¬ 
ical agenda, in the name of “objective 
journalism,” forgoing truth in the 
interests of ideology. In doing this 
they have done no less than to betray 
the public trust, and deny the Ameri¬ 
can people their right to know. What 
does this mean in terms of its impact 
upon society? Virtually all of us get 
the vast bulk of our news from the 
national media. If “voices of authority,” 
such as Peter Jennings, Nina Tbten- 
berg, the staff of Time magazine, and 
others, tell you that something is a pub¬ 
lic menace, you’re likely to believe 
them. Sooner or later that belief will 
translate to voting behavior, and ulti¬ 
mately, to public policy. These develop¬ 
ments may well have unintended con¬ 
sequences. 

Let’s take a case in point: Between 
1975 and 1977, Washington, D.C. en¬ 
acted some of this nation’s toughest 
firearms laws, essentially banning 
guns. It now has the dubious distinc¬ 
tion of having the nation’s largest 
homicide rates. The relief from fire¬ 
arms violence which politicians pro¬ 
mised simply did not materialize. Other 
bans have met with similar fates. Why 
is this? 

Dr. Gary Kleck, of Florida State 
University, did a study for the Febru¬ 
ary, 1988 issue of Social Problems , a 
professional sociology journal. In this 
study Kleck found that firearms are 
used by private citizens to deter crimes 
some one million (!) times per year, 
offering the lowest incidence of victim 
injury and crime completion of ANY 
method of resistance, including doing 


nothing. 

Kleck found such deterrence to be 
as frequent as arrest, and MORE fre¬ 
quent than conviction. Fully 98 per¬ 
cent of these incidents involved no 
killing or wounding; a highly moral 
average for instruments that many 
would characterize as intrinsically 
immoral; hardly to be equated with 
vigilantism. Kleck is on record that 
such armed resistance is AS SIGNIFI¬ 
CANT AS THE CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
SYSTEM IN THE DETERRENCE 
OF PREDATORY CRIME. 

In short, firearms bans serve to dis¬ 
able this grass roots form of deterrence; 
a deterrent which can be documented 
to represent the grass roots half of this 
nation’s existing checks on predatory 
crime, with the “official” criminal 
justice system providing the other half. 
Tb the modest degree that the crimi¬ 
nal justice system deters crime, and 
with which we are willing to justify 
that small deterrence with continued 
funding, armed private citizens pro¬ 
vide a roughly equal deterrent, at NO 
cost to taxpayers. 

It should perhaps also be mentioned 
that Kleck’s study has survived inten¬ 
sive scrutiny in the academic com¬ 
munity; a community which is highly 
competitive, and not especially known 
for their “pro-gun” ideology. Tb put it 
mildly, “NRA advocates” they are not. 

Tbugh gun laws do not, according to 
researchers, cause declines in general 
crime rates, homicide rates, or suicide 
rates. Dr. James Wright of Tulane 
University, one of the co-authors of a 
4-year comprehensive review of all 


social science literature on the subject 
by the National Institute of Justice 
(the research arm of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice) summed up as follows: 
“there are a number of studies that 
have attempted to evaluate the crime 
reductive effects of various gun control 
measures. None of them report strong 
effects, none of them report long-lasting 
effects; in most cases, the report is no 
effect whatsoever.” Incidentally, prior 
to his active research of the firearms 
issue, Wright, strongly favored strict 
gun control measures. 

Anti-Gun Disinformation — If this 

surprises you, you are not alone. It 
appears fair to say that the American 
public may well have been subjected 
to more outright disinformation on this 
issue, than on any other contemporary 
social issue. The networks simply seem 
to under-emphasize or completely eli¬ 
minate such data, a practice which the 
“patron saint” of broadcasting, Edward 
R. Murrow, referred to as “card stack¬ 
ing.” Let’s take an example of this: 
Most of us have heard reasoning to the 
effect that a gun was more likely to 
be used against a family member or 
friend, than to protect yourself. Im¬ 
pressive, right? Also false. 

Think about it. . . the charge is ludi¬ 
crous; valid only if 1) murderers were 
somehow related to no one, and 2) 
formed no friendships whatsoever. We 
are led by this specious argument to 
believe murderers are “nice guys” 
who loose their tempers and, in the 
heat of the moment, reach for a gun; 
when study after study has found that 
murder is commonly committed by a 
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small, highly aberrant segment of the 
population who are not “average citi¬ 
zens” by any stretch of the imagina¬ 
tion (Don Kates; Guns, Murders, and 
the Constitution ; Pacific Research 
Inst. 1990). 

Similarly, many well-meaning but 
uninformed individuals advocate ban¬ 
ning automatic weapons. They are 
ALREADY banned. Their unautho¬ 
rized possession has been a felony since 
1934. Still, this has not prevented the 
media from contributing to public con¬ 
fusion on this subject, by showing liter¬ 
ally dozens of news reports featuring 
highly restricted fully automatic wea¬ 
pons fired in the background, when 
talking about legal, semi-automatic 
firearms a class of guns which has 
included common hunting rifles popu¬ 
lar since their introduction in 1905. 
This practice has been publicly admit¬ 
ted by members of the media, but 
without apology. 

The fact of the matter is that gun 
owners are routinely denied a fair 
voice in the media; sometimes bla¬ 
tantly, as evidenced in 1988, by CBS 
giving away time to Handgun Control, 
Inc. while refusing even paid ads by 
the NR A. Typically, gun owners’ best 
arguments are not only dismissed with 
only the most cursory notice, frequently 
they are NOT EVEN PRESENTED 
by the media, or, as was the case in 
a recent ABC special on guns, only 
touched upon with the shallowest of 
expositions, after a ghoulish, hour-long 
parade of corpses, blood-washed streets, 
wailing sirens, hospital emergency 
rooms, and grief-stricken family 
members. 

The media is STILL falsely report¬ 
ing that the NR A supports “cop killer” 
bullets, some six years after the fact; 
blatantly distorting the fact that they 
opposed initial, “cop killer” legislation 
along with Treasury and the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice (September 17th, 1984, 
testimony of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury for Legislative Affairs, Bruce 
Thompson, Jr., voicing Treasury’s oppo¬ 
sition to HR-6067, the House version 
of the legislation; May 24th, 1984, tes¬ 
timony of Deputy Assistant Attorney 
General Jay Stevens, in opposition to 
the Senate version of the legislation, 
S. 555). They have not yet seen fit to 
mention that media publicity on this 
issue endangered the lives of thousands 
of police officers, by revealing to the 
general public that officers wore bul¬ 


let-resistant vests. 

Expressions of legitimate public con¬ 
cern over a contemporary social pro¬ 
blem is one thing; deliberately mislead¬ 
ing the public is quite another. 

What exactly is the rationale for 
banning only some “bad” guns, such 
as pistols and semi-autos? ALL guns 
are potentially lethal. Criminals have 
heard of reloading, or using more than 
one gun. And NO ONE, not even the 
most rabid pro-gunner, wants ANY gun 
in the hands of criminals and psy¬ 
chopaths. Wright & Rossi found in in¬ 
terviewing prisoners across the United 
States, that if a felon were somehow 
denied a handgun (an unlikely occur¬ 
rence, even in the event of a total 
ban, given that 84 percent of criminals 
currently purchase their firearms on 
the black market), he would obtain a 
shotgun, a far more intrinsically lethal 
weapon, and saw it off. . . Not a com¬ 
forting thought. (Don Kates; Guns, 
Murders, and the Constitution ; Pacific 
Research Inst. 1990). 

Just how dangerous is a gun in the 
home? A recent ABC special made 
much of the fact that some 33,000 
Americans perish every year from fire¬ 
arms violence. No less a respectable 
publication that the New England 
Journal of Medicine tells us that for 
every one criminal who is killed by 
firearms, 43 innocent people die. What 
neither bothered to mention to us, is 
as follows: 

— About 70 percent of those com¬ 
mitting these murders had criminal 
records, while 40-50 percent of the vic¬ 
tims of these crimes, had clear-cut 
criminal records. ( FBI Unified Crime 
Reports). 

— In their statistics, the NEJM 
included all suicides by firearms. Ac¬ 
cording to the National Institute of 
Health Statistics, this amounts to some 
17,000 per year. Where the net effect 
of tough gun laws has been studied, 
rates for both murder and suicide go 
neither up nor down; people simply 
obtained guns illegally, or shifted to 
another, equally lethal method (Kleck; 
interview on record with this reporter, 
December, 1989). 

— Remarkably, defensive firearms 
use outside of the home was excluded 
by the study. This accounts for a sub¬ 
stantial number of the total defensive 
firearms uses per year. 

— Similarly, all non-lethal defensive 
gun uses were excluded. 


This alone eliminated 98% of all 
defensive gun uses ( Social Problems ; 
Kleck, February, 1988). There were 
other methodological irregularities as 
well. 

On the whole, gun-ownership is a 
remarkably safe activity. The National 
Safety Council lists 1,400 accidental 
firearms fatalities for 1988; by con¬ 
trast, cars accounted for 49,000 fatal¬ 
ities; more than the number of all fire¬ 
arms homicides, suicides, and accidents 
put together, with approximately equal 
amounts of both cars and guns in the 
United States. Falls accounted for 
12,000, accidental poisoning 5,300, 
drowning and fires 5,000 each, and 
choking on an ingested object, such as 
food, 3,600. 

If our concern is the amount of sheer 
carnage involved, banning CARS would 
make more sense. 

Interestingly enough, while liberal 
reformers may endorse these sweeping 
measures advocated by our “unbiased” 
colleagues in the press, measures which 
strive to eliminate even the potential 
for individual use of coercive force, “for 
our own good,” they often exempt them¬ 
selves from such provisions, paradox¬ 
ically recognizing their own individual 
needs for firearms while denying those 
of “common” citizens, not quite as 
“equal” as they. 

This fascinating characteristic has 
been evidenced by their recurring advo¬ 
cation of stringent “gun-control-for- 
everybody-but-us” measures, as in the 
case of the Morton Grove city council 
who exempted themselves from their 
ban on handguns; San Francisco’s gun- 
toting ex-Mayor, Dianne Feinstein who 
apparently believed her constituents 
should be disarmed, but not her; New 
York Times publisher Otto Sultzberger 
who sports both an editorial policy 
against firearms and a rare New York 
City gun carry permit; Ifed Kennedy 
whose body guard, despite Kennedy’s 
vehement anti-gun stand, was found 
to be carrying two Uzis and several 
handguns while accompanying Ken¬ 
nedy on federal property; and of course, 
Washington Post columnist Carl Ro¬ 
wan, who also seems to believe that 
skinny dipping in his pool is a shoot¬ 
ing offense. 

These examples echo an elitist theme 
common to proponents of super-cen¬ 
tralized, “egalitarian” governments the 
world over. Are we detecting a trend 
here? •

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if the water is not flowing rapidly and 
only in water no higher than the knees. 
If a car stalls in flood water, get out 
quickly and move to high ground. The 
flood water may still be rising, and 
the car could be swept away at any 
moment. 

Road access to the property in ques¬ 
tion becomes an unforeseen problem. 
Most plans to remove personal posses¬ 
sions are thwarted by the inability to 
gain access to the property. One finds 
that the street or road leading to the 
property is now under water and access 
is denied. It is heart breaking to 
watch a home go under water and not 
be able to reach it to salvage per¬ 
sonal belongings. 

After the water level reaches one foot 
in depth, the need for a boat becomes 
paramount. In most cases, all boats are 
committed to others. 

Once a decision to evacuate is made, 
a protected dry area is needed to store 
possessions. Relatives and friends are 
the only source for many. Many times 
this source may dry up when they too 
are trying to evacuate. Commercial 
storage becomes the other alternative 
and it soon becomes difficult to find. 
The more rural the area the less com¬ 
mercial storage space is available. 

High waters cause various sanita¬ 
tion problems. When septic tanks and 
purification plants are flooded, the raw 
sewage is mixed with the flood waters. 
Sewage can back up bringing waste 
back into the homes. It is essential 
that wells be decontaminated or tested 
after a flood. 

One problem with sewage is the 
necessity of cleaning personal posses¬ 
sions, food and utensils. The county 
health department usually has access 
to information on procedures. 

If you come in contact with flood 
water and have an open cut or scratch, 
you should get a tetanus shot. 

Electrical appliances should not be 
used until they are checked by a serv¬ 
ice man. Attempting to operate elec¬ 
trical equipment before it is properly 
cleaned can seriously damage the 
appliance. This is especially true of 
the air conditioning condensing units 
located outside of the house. It is im¬ 
portant that all appliances are properly 
grounded. Properly insulate yourself 
by having rubber shoes and don’t stand 
on wet or moist floors. Do not touch 
any water pipe or metal objects while 
testing. I have seen several homes 


burn to the ground due to flood related 

electrical problems. Silt and water in 
electric breaker boxes, receptacles, and 
appliances can be very dangerous. 

Basements are the first to fill with 
water. Many times the hydraulic pres¬ 
sure on the walls will cause the walls 
to fracture. These fractures can cause 
the whole basement wall and drain tile 
system to be damaged. I recall one 
flood in Chicago where the water 
backed up through the sewer lines and 
flooded basements that did not have 
sewer line check valves. Many homes 
were miles away from the flood area. 

Snakes become a problem in many 
floods. The snakes are forced out of 
their normal habitats by the flooding 
and seek any dry area including a 
home. I recall one couple who had to 
climb on the roof to escape the high 
flood waters. Neither could sleep that 
night because they had to beat the 
snakes off the roof. 

After the flood waters subside, be 
especially careful when entering your 
dwelling for the first time because 
snakes can enter the home through an 
unknown damage area. Also be care¬ 
ful when removing debris. Use long 
handled rakes or hoes to remove ac¬ 
cumulated material. Never expose your 
hands or feet near places where a snake 
could hide. Use extreme caution around 
a snake that appears to be dead. They 
may still have one strike left. 

Safety Rules — The following safety 
rules are provided by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment Of Commerce. 

Before the Flood: 

1. Keep on hand material like sand¬ 
bags, plywood, plastic sheeting, and 
lumber. 

2. Install check valves in building 
sewer traps, to prevent flood water from 
backing up in sewer drains. 

3. Arrange for auxiliary electrical 
supplies for hospitals and other oper¬ 
ations which are critically affected by 
power failure. 

4. Keep first aid supplies on hand. 

5. Keep your automobile fueled; if 
electric power is cut off, filling stations 
may not be able to operate pumps for 
several days. 

6. Keep a stock of food which requires 
little cooking and no refrigeration as 
electric power may be interrupted. 

7. Keep a portable radio, emergency 
cooking equipment and flashlights in 
working order.

Water and mud can cause severe damage to 
property and possessions in floods. Transportation 
of evacuees and possessions is non-existent during 
flooding. 

When you receive a flood warn¬ 
ing: 

8. Store drinking water in clean 
bathtubs, and in various containers. 
Water service may be interrupted. 

9. If forced to leave your home and 
time permits, move essential items to 
safe ground; fill exterior fuel and pro¬ 
pane tanks to keep them from floating 
away; grease immovable machinery. 


10. Move to a safe area before access 
is cut off by flood water. 

During the flood: 

11. Avoid areas subject to sudden 
flooding. 

12. Do not attempt to cross a flowing 
stream where water is above your 
knees. 

13. Do not attempt to drive over a 
flooded road — you can be stranded or 
trapped. 

After the flood: 

14. Do not use fresh food that has 
come in contact with flood waters. 

15. Test drinking water for potabil¬ 
ity: wells should be pumped out and 
the water tested before drinking. 

16. Seek necessary medical care at 
nearest hospital. Once established, 
food, clothing, shelter, and first aid are 
available at Red Cross shelters. 

17. Do not visit the disaster area; 
your presence might hamper rescue 
and other emergency operations. 

18. Do not handle live electrical 
equipment in wet areas; electrical 
equipment should be checked and dried 
before returning to service. 

19. Use flashlights, not lanterns or 
torches, to examine a building, flam¬ 
mable gases may be inside. 

20. Report broken utility lines to 
appropriate authorities. 

In 1968, Congress created the Na¬ 
tional Flood Insurance Program 
(NFIP). This federal program provides 
flood insurance at a reasonable cost 
in exchange for the careful manage¬ 
ment of flood prone areas by local 
communities. 


A flood hazard boundary map will 
show the basic road structure and will 
identify flood areas. Ask questions as 
to which areas are eligible for flood 
insurance and if your county is par¬ 
ticipating in the National Flood Insur¬ 
ance Program. Also, to determine if 
flood insurance is available in a 
community, contact your insurance 
agent or call the National Flood Insur¬ 
ance Program at 1-800-638-6620 or 
1-800-424-8872. 

Flood insurance is not an automatic 
part of an insurance policy. It must be 
purchased separately. When you hear 
of an area being flooded and the vic¬ 
tims losing their homes, many will 
have home owners insurance but the 
flood related losses will not be covered. 

After a flood, many decide to move. 
In the process, there always seems to 
be someone who will unknowingly pur¬ 
chase the home. Recently, four feet of 
water entered 50 town homes built in 
a low area. After the water resided, 
the expensive repairs were made and 
the owners moved out. Next year, the 
same homes were flooded again. Only 
this time there were new owners. Aver¬ 
age losses were $8,000 for each flood¬ 
ing and all losses were uninsured. No 
one checked with long term residents 
or with a Flood Hazard Boundary Map 
to determine the area’s potential for 
flooding. 

Most flood warnings go unheeded. 
The basic philosophy that it “won’t 
happen here” prevails. 

Many victims depend on others for 
guidance. For example, recently a 
mobile home park in Alabama was 
near a river area that was warned to 
evacuate. The residents did not evacu¬ 
ate their possessions because the park’s 
manager told them not to worry, it 
had never flooded there before. Even 
a cursory review of a flood map indi¬ 
cated the park was in a 100 year flood 
hazard area. Unfortunately most resi¬ 
dents lost the majority of their 
possessions. 

Remember, when a flood warning is 
issued, get out of areas subject to flood¬ 
ing. Avoid already flooded areas. Do 
not attempt to cross a flowing stream 
on foot where water is above your 
knees. If driving, know the depth of 
water in any low places in the road. 
If the vehicle stalls, abandon it imme¬ 
diately and seek higher ground. Be 
especially cautious at night when it 
is harder to recognize flood dangers. •
